Quoting P. V. George, in The Unique 
Christ and the Mystic Gandhi, it was the 
infinite value of the human soul as ex- 

pressed in these words that led 
Cut from = Jesus to leave the glory that 
the Loaf He had with His Father be- 

fore the world was, and take 
upon Him our flesh and suffer and die upon 
the cross. His foremost concern was man’s 
spiritual emancipation, his salvation, present 
and future. Everything else was subor- 
dinate. “This,” as Mr. George says, 
“sufficiently explains why Christ had no 
time for politics, why He never interviewed 
the Roman governor of Palestine to discuss 
terms of independence. It was not that 
Jesus did not care for liberty, but it was 
the liberty of the individual from the power 
and penalty of sin for which He cared. The 
true minister of Christ follows in His foot- 
steps.” 

“Your Majesty,” said General Booth to 
Queen Victoria, “some people’s passion is 
money, and some people’s passion is fame, 
but my passion is men.” 

Such was the passion of D. L. Moody, 
whose birthday is commemorated in this 
issue. It was that, and that alone, that 
gave the motive to his life and explained 
every chapter of it after his conversion to 
Christ. He was never indifferent to poli- 
tics, federal, state, or municipal, but it never 
diverted him from his one ambition, “that I 
might by all means save some” (I Cor. 
9:22).

In our February issue, it has been our 
custom for years to commemorate the birth 
of D. L. Moody, founder of the Moody 
Bible Institute. He was born in East North- 
field, Mass., February 5, 1837, and died 

there December 22, 1899. Thus 
D. 4. it will be seen that he had barely 
Moody passed the meridian of life, but 
Number how rich in spiritual fruitage had 

been those brief years! We might 
well use the present tense, for his life is 
still bearing fruit. 

Mr. Moody founded the Moody Bible In- 
stitute in 1886, which marks the coming 
year as its Jubilee. The year following that 
also will be the centenary of Mr. Moody’s 
birth, and the Institute is planning to com- 
bine the two occasions in a grand way. 
Functions are planned for the fall of 1936 
and the winter and summer of 1937, of 
which we shall speak more at length at a 
later time. 

Meanwhile, a suggestion comes to us 
from the President of the Institute, Dr. 
Houghton. A friend has offered to loan 
the Institute some forty copies of the New 
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York Witness Extra published in 1876, 
containing sermons of Mr. Moody preached 
at that time in his great evangelistic cam- 
paigns in the Chicago Tabernacle and the 
New York City Hippodrome, some of 
which sermons it is believed, have never 
yet appeared in book form. Here they are 
as they came warm and fresh from the 
great heart of D. L. Moody. 

The suggestion is that we solicit other 
data or reminiscences of the kind, for there 
must be many persons throughout Christen- 
dom who are able to furnish them, and 
they would be much appreciated. If they 
are in such form that they can be loaned 
only, then good care will be taken of them 
until they are returned. Communications 
marked “Moody Centenary” may be ad- 
dressed to A. F. Gaylord, c/o Moody Bible 
Institute, 153 Institute Place, Chicago. Mr. 
Gaylord is the Business Manager of the 
Institute and chairman of the committee on 
the D. L. Moody Centenary and Moody 
Bible Institute Jubilee. 

We feel like adding on our own responsi- 
bility, that former students and guests of the 
Institute may have incidents or recollec- 
tions of their stay within its sacred walls 
that would have an interest and value for 
its Jubilee.

We have expressed ourselves on this 
topic previously, but conditions make it even 
more needful to do so again. Some time 

ago, a bishop of the Meth- 
The Church odist Episcopal Church pub- 
in Poli- licly affirmed that the 
tics Church as such has as much 

right to discuss political 
questions as any individual. There is a 
legal sense, doubtless, in which that is true, 
but it is not equally true in a moral, or 
perhaps we had better say, a spiritual sense. 
If the political questions the Church pro- 
posed to discuss affected its spiritual inter- 
ests, our objection would be waived, but the 
bishop was not thus limiting his demand. 

As a matter of fact, when the Church as 
such enters into the discussion of political 
questions, its tendency is to go further and, 
as a contemporary says, “attempt to im- 
press its will on the government.” Just at 
present, for example, no small number of 
clergymen are using their church organiza- 
tions to bring about revolutionary changes 
in our political and economic order, and in 
effect, to establish Socialism in the United 
States. Father Coughlin seems to have 
many sympathizers in Protestantism, though 
they may not be as bold and clamoring as 


he. Such have a perfect right to express 
their individual opinions the same as other 
citizens, but when it comes to using their 
official influence in the direction named, it 
is another matter. This explains why some 
laymen are losing their interest in the 
Church, and also why gifts are falling off 
in the case of some missionary and educa- 
tional boards. 

But there is a more serious reason for 
deploring the Church interference, namely, 
that it diverts the attention of the clergy 
from the great objective of their calling. 
It carries their thought away from the ex- 
position of the Bible, which is the Word of 
God, and by which saints live, and fastens 
it upon “that which is not bread” and which 
can never save or satisfy a human soul. 
They are transferring their vocation from 
that of ambassadors of Christ to something 
far beneath it in the scale of values for both 
time and eternity. 

And indeed, this is not all. For if the 
Church attempts to impose its will on the 
government it may not be long before the 
government will turn and impose its will on 
the Church. Neither alternative would be 
conducive to the peace and welfare either 
of the Church or the nation. 
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We mean ecomonic sanity, founded on 
what the National Association of Manu- 
facturers calls “the realities of experience, 

understanding, and good will.” 
Returning Signs of this happy change in 
Sanity the sphere of industry exhib- 

ited themselves in the Ameri- 
can Congress of Industry held in New York 
just before Christmas. Highlights of its 
platform were, “balance the federal budget,” 
“avoid bureaucratic tyranny,” “make gov- 
ernment the servant of its citizens not their 
master,” “return as soon as possible to a 
genuine gold standard,” “do not let unem- 
ployment relief bankrupt the government,” 
and much to the same purport. 


Raymond Moley, who was present at the 
meeting of the Congress, said that there is 
“no workable substitute for the present 
economic system,” and Donald Richberg, 
director of the National Emergency Coun- 
cil, admitted that the “NRA had failed to 
achieve all of its aims.” The latter hinted 
also that if employers consented to legal 
restriction in return for increased power 
under the codes, organized labor would be 
called upon to do likewise in submitting to 
legislative control. This last in our opinion 
is highly important. That many employees, 
if not all, require legal restriction to curb 
selfishness and greed goes without saying, 
but that labor requires it as well is equally 
true. There can be no industrial prosperity 
or peace, until the feud between these two 
elements, capital and labor, is fairly and 
firmly settled. 





This headline in the New York Herald 
Tribune attracted our attention recently, 
and we were interested to learn that it 
referred to a new study of life’s 
origin, in which “Evolution Gets 
New Twist” according to a sub- 
title. In other words, the Carnegie 
Institution, of Washington, by ex- 
perimenting on a ten-day-old monkey em- 
bryo, discovered that the beginnings of life 
go back farther than the single cell. The 
latter has held the floor for quite a while, 
but now we are told that thousands of 
“genes,” or heredity carriers, are part of 
every cell! Of course, these “genes” are 
particles too small to be seen, but the 
scientists say that they not only control 
heredity but seem also to be essential to 
life. Doubtless still earlier stages of life 
are yet to be discovered, and we may be 
glad that competent men are working at 
the problem, because their findings will only 
continue to confirm the teaching of the 
Bible. That teaching is, that back of the 
earliest stage of life no matter what name 
is given to it, there stands God Himself, “in 
whom we live, and move and have our 
being.” Evolution may to a certain extent 
be God’s method of the development of life, 
but it is not life, nor does it explain life. 
In Him is life. See our March issue for an 
article by Professor George McCready 
Price, entitled “New Proofs of an Original 
Creation.”

The death of the distinguished editor of 
The Christian (London) took place in 
December, but the event did not come to 
our attention for mention in 
our last issue. 

We enjoyed the acquaint- 
ance of Dr. Thirtle, and on 
our visits to England, we coveted the 
privilege of meeting and conversing with 
him on the “things pertaining to the king- 
dom of God.” This was prior to his becom- 
ing editor-in-chief of The Christian, but 
when as assistant editor, he was already 
recognized as an authority on subjects call- 
ing for critical scholarship. 

Dr. Thirtle was an example of the trained 
student whose education was acquired out- 
side of college or university, and yet he 
is said to have been completely at home in 
the Greek Testament, to have mastered 
Latin, and a working knowledge of French 
and German, with some Italian. But his 
specialty was Semitic study, Hebrew, 
Aramaic, and the cuneiform of the Assyrian 
and Babylonian tablets. It was his Semitic 
scholarship that give him the ability to put 
forth in 1904 his great work, The Titles of 
the Psalms. Other contributions from his 
pen to the critical literature of the Bible 
include Old Testament Problems and The 
Lord’s Prayer an Interpretation. The first 
of these two has a tender value for us in the 
inscription on the flyleaf ‘From the author 
with Christian love, J. W. Thirtle, Sep- 
tember 30, 1908.” 

Dr. Thirtle was an assiduous worker. 
The Christian says that even in early life 
he devoted to the subjects near his heart 
the time which others spent in personal 
indulgence or aimless pleasure. And yet 
he lived a good long life for all that— 
eighty-one !

The long and blessed ministry of Rev. 
O. W. VanOsdel, D.D., came to an end 
so far as this life is concerned, by his re- 
lease from the body on 
New Year’s morning. Like 
Dr. Thirtle, named in the 
preceding editorial, he had 
lived over four score years and had been 
active in his pulpit and pastorate until 
within a few months of the end. He was 
greatly loved and honored by his people 
of the Wealthy Street Baptist Church, 
Grand Rapids, Mich., as we know at first 
hand.

left behind him. 
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D. L. Moody on Future 


The enemy is again stirring up the 
question of L. Moody’s theology, 
this time attention being focused on his 
teaching about future retribution. “The 
term ‘fundamentalist’ as generally un- 
derstood, could not be applied to Dwight 
L. Moody,” says a speaker reported in 
the New York Times. “His was a re- 
ligion of joy and hope, not the literal 
interpretation of hell and eternal dam- 
nation.” 

Little did that speaker know the sub- 
ject on which he expressed himself. It 
is true, indeed, that Mr. Moody’s “re- 
ligion” was one of joy and hope, be- 
cause it was not merely a religion, but 
rather a knowledge and proclamation 
of a divine Saviour “who was delivered 
for our offenses and was raised again for 
our justification” (Rom. 4:25). His joy 
and hope arose from that historic fact 
which he heartily believed, and which he 
had a divine call to make known to other 
mei. 

But that Mr. Moody held “the literal 
interpretation of hell and eternal damna- 
tion” is equally true. Indeed, it was that 
which quickened his “joy and hope” as one 
who, by redeeming grace, had escaped 
from it and who also held a commission 
to show that way of escape to a lost world. 

Happily, we are not guessing when we 
speak of D. L. Moody’s theology, not only 
because we knew him and preached on the 
same platform with him and lived with 
him at times, but because he left his testi- 
mony behind him in printer’s ink, plenty 
of it. We happen just now to be looking 
at his volume, The Way Home (The Bible 
Institute Colportage Association, Chicago). 
On page 80 there is a report of his sermon 
“Son, Remember,” based on

(Luke 16). This sermon was revised by 
the preacher himself, or under his super- 
vision, as we personally know. Two or 
three of its opening paragraphs follow, and 
alter them nothing more requires to be 
said as to D. L. Moody’s creed on the 
awful theme of which they treat.

N ANOTHER place of the Scripture 

we read of the “worm that dieth not” 

and the “fire that is not quenched.” I 

believe the “worm” spoken of is mem- 
ory. I believe that what is going to 
make hell so terrible to those that have 
lived in a gospel land, is to think what 
they might have been, to think how they 
might have spent eternity in that world 
of light. 

Now we read in this portion of Scrip- 
ture that this rich man is in another world. 
His soul has left the body, he has gone 
beyond time, and he is now in another 
world. Some people say that when we 
preach about hell it is only to terrify the 
people—only to alarm them. Now I am 
no alarmist, and if I could terrify any one, 
and try to scare them into the kingdom of 
God, I would not. But at the same time, 
if lam to be a messenger for God, I must 
tell the whole message—I must not keep 
back any part of the Word of God. The 
same Christ that tells us of heaven with 
all its glories, tells us of hell with all its 
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Mr. Moody’s Bible 


horrors; and no one will accuse Christ of 
drawing this picture to terrify people, or 
to alarm them, if it were not true. 


The Terrible Picture 


This picture is one that He has drawn 
Himself. I have read some sermons about 
hell, but I never read one more terrible 
than this one. I have never seen a picture 
drawn more fearful than this one that is 
drawn here, of a rich man “clothed in pur- 
ple and fine linen,” and who “fared sumptu- 
ously every day” while he was in this 
world; but we catch a glimpse of him in 
another world, and we find him there lift- 
ing up his voice in hell, and crying in 
torment. 

Some tell us there is no hell and some 
that there is no heaven. If I had to give 
up one, I would have to give up the other. 
The same Bible that tells us of heaven tells 
us of hell. The same Saviour that came 
down from heaven to tell us about heaven, 
tells us about hell. He speaks about our 
escaping the damnation of hell, and there 
is no one that has lived since that could 
tell us as much about it as Himself. If 
there is no hell, let us burn our Bibles. 
Why spend so much time studying the 
Bible? Why spend so much time and so 
much money in building churches? Let 
us turn our churches into places of com- 
merce or of amusement. Let us eat and 
drink and be merry, for we will soon be 
gone if there is no hereafter. Let us build 
a monument for Paine and Voltaire. Let 
us build a tomb over Christianity, and 
shout over it, 

“There is no hell to receive us, there is 
no God to condemn us; there is no heaven, 
there is no hereafter!” 


Let Us Be in Earnest 


“If there is a heaven and a hell, then 
let us act as God would have us act. God 
was in earnest when He gave Christ to die 
for us. Christ was in earnest when He went 
to Calvary and suffered that terrible death 
—it was to save us from that terrible hell. 
If I believed there was no hell, you would 
not find me going from town to town, 
spending day and night preaching and pro- 
claiming the gospel, and urging men to 
escape the damnation of hell. I would 
take things easy. 

Oh, my friends, I cannot but believe it! 
And if there is any one here in doubt about 
it, why not be honest? If you believe you 
have a Creator, why not ask Him to give 
you light about the future? There was a 
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time when I did not believe it; but God 
revealed it to me. It is a matter of 
revelation. It is Satan that is telling 
us there is no hereafter and no hell, 
because the Word of God teaches it so 
plainly. And if there is a hell, we had 
better find it out before we get there; 
it is a good deal better for us to find 
it out here than to be laughing and jok- 
ing about it. It makes me feel very 
sad to hear men speaking so flippantly 
about hell, and making jokes about it. 
God is not to be trifled with. Think of 
this man in that lost world crying for 
one drop of water, and then asking that 
Abraham might send one to comfort 
him; but there was a gulf fixed that no 
man could cross! God has fixed that gulf. 
The time is coming when there will be a 
separation. The time is coming when that 
praying wife and that godless, Christless 
husband shall be separated. The time is 
coming when that godly, sainted mother 
will be lifted up to heaven, and that scorn- 
ing, infidel son will be cast down to hell 
unless he is wise and accepts of salvation,

God wants you to 
wake up and remember before it is too 
late. It is a good deal better for a man 
to be wise, and stop and think while he 
has the privilege of changing his mind, if 
he is wrong, than it is to go on like a 
madman and be cast into the prison-house 
of hell. Then he will have to think; yes, 
memory will be keen then to act, but it 
will be too late to make any change. 

I have been twice at the point of death. 
I was drowning once, and just as I was 
going down the third time I was rescued. 
In the twinkling of an eye my whole life 
came flashing across my mind. I cannot 
tell you how it was. I cannot tell you how 
a whole life can be crowded into a second 
of time; but everything I had done from 
my earliest childhood—it all came flashing 
across my mind. And I believe that when 
God touches the secret spring of memory, 
every one of our sins will come back, and 
if they have not been blotted out by the 
blood of the Lord Jesus Christ, they will 
haunt us as eternal ages roll on. We talk 
about our forgetting, but we cannot forget 
if God says, “Remember!” We talk about 
the recording angel keeping the record of 
our life. I have an idea that- when we 
get to heaven or into eternity, we will find 
that recording angel has been ourselves. 
God will make every one of us keep our 
own record. These memories will keep 
the record, and when God shall say, “Son, 
remember,” it will all flash across our 
mind. It won’t be God who will condemn 
us, it will be ourselves. We shall con- 
demn ourselves, and we shall stand before 
God speechless. 

There is a man in prison. He has been 
there five years. Ask that man what makes 
the prison so terrible to him. Ask him if 
it is the walls and the iron gates—ask him 
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if it is his hard work, and he will tell you 
no; he will tell you what makes the prison 
so terrible to him is memory. And I have 
an idea that if we got down into the lost 
world, we would find that is what makes 
hell so terrible—the remembrance that they 
once heard the gospel, that they once had 
Christ offered to them, that they once had 
the privilege of being saved, but they made 
light of the gospel, they neglected salva- 
tion, they rejected the offer of mercy, and 


now if they would they could not. 
A Missionary Spirit in Hell 


We find this rich man had a desire to 
get out of that place of torment. He had 
a missionary spirit when he got there, for 
he said, 

“Send some one to my father’s house, 
and warn my five brethren. Oh, send some 
one to tell them not to come to this place 
of torment!” 


Yes, it would have been better if he hau 
had a missionary spirit before he had got 
there! It would be better for you that 
you should wake up and come to the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and go to work to save your 
friends while you are on praying ground, 
and in this world. Your missionary spirit 
won’t help you when you are in hell; it 
won’t help you when you are in the lost 
world. Yes, memory, memory! “Son, re- 
member.” 


History of the Moody Meetings in Kinsman 


By W. A. Parsons, in Kinsman, Ohio, Journal, August 24, 1934 


NE night 
last winter 
at the 
church the 
subject of the 
“Moody meetings” 
was brought up. 
Also at the Men’s 
Club the subject 
was again brought 
up, and at each of 
these meetings 
there were only a 
few who remem- 
bered them, though 
some had_ heard 
both D. L. Moody 
and Ira D. Sankey 
who had never at- 
tended the Moody 
meetings. 
Others have 
asked me when 
these meetings were 
held, if they were 
church picnics, and many similar questions. 
Therefore, I have decided to write some 
things to refresh a pleasant memory, for 
such it is to me. 


When They Began 


I believe the first Moody meeting was 
held in 1895 and the last one I attended 
was held September 12, 13, 1900, this be- 
ing the sixth annual session.* The meet- 
ings were held on the old Kinsman Fair 
Ground, Kinsman, Ohio. In this there was 
a natural amphitheater filled with seats on 
all the sides. In the center a rostrum was 
built with a miniature flower garden di- 
rectly in front of the speaker’s stand. 
This flower garden had a pool of water 
on either side of the floral display. The 
fair ground was a shady place near the 
New York Central Railway tracks, where 
all the passenger trains stopped. The am- 
phitheafer is mentioned as a “remarkable 
little dell, about 15 feet deep, 150 feet 
wide, and 200 feet in length, with a leafy 
canopy of a stately grove.” 


*Mr. Parsons carried down the record to 1900, 
but the present writer can carry it two years 
farther, when in 1902 the late Rev. A. C. Dixon, 
D.D., and himself were the speakers. James 
McGranahan was also there as of old, and led 
the singing.

Remarkable Trees 


The trees were remarkable for more 
than one reason. First they were supposed 
to be nature’s own planting, on the Kins- 
man family farm, where they stood be- 
fore the family moved to Kinsman about 
1800. They were tall, stately, and sym- 
metrical. The grove had been kept cleared 
of undergrowth due to the Fair’s being 
held there every year. Second, many of 
these trees bore blazing trail marks made 
by Indians. While most of the trees were 
maple, oak, elm, hickory, and the sturdier 
class, there were nearly every kind of the 
American type or kind of tree that natur- 
ally grew in Ohio. 

The platform looked to the eastward, 
while rising back of it was a terraced or- 
chestra for 600 singers; encircling the 
platform on every side, within easy hearing 
distance of the speaker, were seats to ac- 
commodate seven to eight thousand people, 
with standing room for hundreds more. 
Here the great Moody meetings were held, 
an inspiration one seldom has a chance to 
see and hear. 


The Crowds Attending 


The origin of the meetings was through 
the Kinsman Fair which had been held 


there for a score 
of years, and noted 
for the large num- 
bers whichattended, 
who were attracted 
by the exhibits, the 
grounds, and the 
town. One year 
some 8,000 admis- 
sion tickets being 
sold at the gate in 
a single day, it oc- 
curred to some that 
if people would 
drive a horse and 
buggy such dis- 
tances and in such 
numbers to attend 
the Fair, might they 
not attend 4 gospel 
meeting? Once the 
question was raised 
it would not be put 
down. Accordingly 
after some _ per- 
suasion D. L. Moody consented to come 
and bring Dr. R. A. Torrey for a two-day 
meeting, if Prof. C. C. Case and James 
McGranahan would furnish a choir of 500 
voices, to which they agreed. 

Willing hands prepared the grounds, 
where Moody and Torrey were greeted by 
the largest gathering that had ever as- 
sembled there, and a choir 600 strong. 
Moody and Torrey spoke at the second 
meeting and the interest was unabated, the 
attendance being estimated at between 12,- 
000 and 16,000 persons. At Mr. Moody’s 
suggestion other speakers were chosen for 
the years that followed, and while these 
plans were carried out ever after, and 
while the crowds were never as large as 
when Mr. Moody was present, the great 
amphitheater was well filled. 


List of Speakers 


The speakers in 1897 were J. Wilbur 
Chapman and Maj. Gen. O. O. Howard; 
in 1898, Drs. Torrey and Chapman; in 
1899, Drs. Chapman and Ford C. Ottman; 
in 1900, Dr. Torrey and Prof. W. G. 
Moorehead, of Xenia Theological Sem- 
inary, one of the ablest platform speakers 
and faithful trusted friend and co-worker 
of Mr. Moody. These two men made 
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a strong team and accomplished great 
things during the meeting in that year, 
which will ever stand out. 


The Songs They Sang 


The music was of the finest always. 
This part of the program was in charge 
of James G. McGranahan and Charles C. 
Case, both being composers of many gos- 
pel songs, which will be sung by all gen- 
erations to come. 

Among their compositions which were 
sung were “Jesus Only,” “Thy God Reign- 
eth,” “Sometime We’ll Understand,” “Why 
Not Now?” “Till the Day Breaks,” 
“Come unto Me Ye Weary,” and others.

A Story

EVERAL years ago while filling an 
engagement in Springfield, Ill, I 
gratified a long-desired wish to visit 
the dwelling in which our first 

martyred President, Abraham Lincoln, re- 
sided for the longer part of his married 
life. The building is owned and cared 
for by the state and used as a museum of 
Lincolnania. Hundreds of visitors from 
all parts of the country, and perhaps also 
from all parts of the world, cross. its sa- 
cred threshold every year, and at the time 
of which I speak, they were escorted 
through its rooms and informed about their 
contents by a cultivated lady who served 
as a hostess. 

The following incident was related to 
me by this lady, who said that it applied 
to an earlier period not remote from the 
date of the President’s assassination, when 
the house was owned by a private individ- 
ual. 

It seems that this individual was alive 
to the commercial or monetary possibili- 
ties of the dwelling as a mecca for patri- 
otic citizens, and with that thought in mind 
he purchased it. It was in bad repair at 
the time, and he undertook its renovation. 
The roof especially was out of order and 
men were employed to tear off the old 
shingles, which soon accumulated in a dis- 
ordered heap in the back yard. 

Now one day a butcher errand boy 
passing the corner, saw the shingles and— 
something beside! Entering the premises 
he said to the proprietor: 

“Mister, if you'll give me them shingles, 
I'll carry them away for you.” 

His offer was quickly accepted, and in a 
short while with the aid of a wheelbarrow, 
the shingles had been removed and care- 
fully packed in his mother’s woodshed. 

In process of time the boy trimmed the 
shingles, stained and varnished them and 
caused them to be stamped with an outline 
of the face and head of the beloved Lincoln. 
He then put them on the market, selling 
them far and near, at an aggregate profit 
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key were called for at each meeting, and 
like those of the famous P. P. Bliss were 
never left unsung. That great choir car- 
ried the notes far into the heavens, up 
through the leafy bowers overhanging the 
great natural amphitheater. 


Material Comforts 


The conveniences at the meetings were 
wonderful. Many brought their own 
lunches and had picnic dinners. Water 
was to be had right on the ground, check 
rooms for wheels, baskets, parcels, and 
other articles. Good meals were also 
served right on the grounds and no one 
went hungry. Horses were fed and cared 
for in addition. Many people camped

over night or through the meetings. There 
were also sheds with ample clean straw in 
case of rain or heavy storms, where it 
was comfortable and safe. 

The expenses of the meetings were met 
for the most part by free-will offerings of 
the people. To prepare the grounds at 
the outset a fund of $150 was raised by 
friends of the enterprise and work was 
continued until funds began to lag. Even 
after this there were two meetings held 
and some contributions raised and sent to 
Moody for the prison fund, now carried 
on by the Bible Institute Colportage Asso- 
ciation. In 1900 a generous free-will of- 
fering was raised as a memorial for D. L. 
Moody for the good work he had estab- 
lished and for his life work.

sufficient to start him on his own account 
in the provision business.

of Christian young men and women loving 
their Lord and consecrated to His cause, 
but for whom because of their lack of 
certain intellectual equipment, the semi- 
naries had no use. D. L. Moody was the 
butcher boy who saw and seized his oppor- 
tunity. Gathering up these youth and taking 
them into the Institute he had founded, he 
trimmed and varnished them, and by teach- 
ing them the Word of God and acquainting 
them the better with the Spirit of God, he 
caused to be engraved upon them the 
deepened likeness of Him who is the 
“chiefest among ten thousand and the one 
altogether lovely.” And then qualifying 
them to preach the gospel and to do per- 
sonal work with souls, he sent them forth 
to the uttermost parts of the earth to pro- 
claim the unsearchable riches of Him 
whose they were anc. whom they served. 

And what about D. L. Moody himself? 
It gave him an imperishable competency. 
Not only is he enshrined in the hearts of 
these young men and women but, having 
done the will of God, he abideth forever 
and his works do follow him. 

As illustrating the last remark, I would 
call your attention again to the words of 
Dr. Houghton in his inaugural address as 
President of the Moody Bible Institute, re- 
ported in the Montu ty. He was answering 
the questions: “Is Christian work over- 
crowded? Is there a real place today for 
the Moody Bible Institute?” And he gave 
it as his solemn conviction that there is one 
kind of work in the world not overcrowded, 
namely Christian work. This will go on, as 
he said, so long as men continue to be what 
they are. There are ten thousand villages 
in this country without a church of any 
kind and thirty thousand without a resident 
pastor! There are more than thirteen mil- 
lion children under twelve years of age 
who are not in church or Sunday School! 
And then add to this, as Dr. Houghton said, 
the need of the heathen world! Does it not 
stir the hearts of you young men. and 
women to think that at this very hour there 
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is the same need, the same call for such 
witnesses as John and Betty Stam, who 
gave their lives for Christ in China, as 
there was when the martyr “Stephen saw 
the heavens opened and the Son of man 
standing on the right hand of God”? 
Thank God for the “butcher boy” D. L. 
Moody, and thank God for the shingles 


whom he took, and trimmed and varnished, 
and whose service is reflecting that of the 
Son of man who came into the world to 
seek and to save that which was lost.

All our possessions and stores are in 
their hands, but we praise God for peace 
in our hearts and a meal tonight. God 
grant you wisdom in what you do, and us 
fortitude, courage, and peace of heart. He 
is able—and a wonderful Friend in such a 
time. 

Things happened so quickly this a.m. 
They were in the city just a few hours 
aiter the ever-persistent rumors really be- 
came alarming, so that we could not pre- 
pare to leave in time. We were just too 
late. 

The Lord bless and guide you; and as 
for us, may God be glorified, whether by 
life or by death.

N or about December 10, 1934, 

John C. Stam and Mrs. Stam 

(Elisabeth A. Scott) were cruelly 

done to death by a roving band 
of armed communists, after being captured 
in the ruthless looting of the town of 
Tsingteh in the Province of Anhwei, China. 
Doubtless the sad event has been discussed 
in every hamlet in our country, for the 
metropolitan dailies gave it unusual public- 
ity, and editorials or articles have already 
appeared in many religious periodicals. 
One popular publicity agency, with char- 
acteristic zeal, though with questionable 
taste, actually ventured to dramatize the 
story and broadcast it as a catchy radio 
feature. 

Along with the Stams was also executed 
a faithful Chinese Christian brother whose 
love prompted him to intercede with the 
vicious bandits on behalf of his missionary 
friends. In an almost unbelieveable man- 
ner the Stam’s little baby daughter, only 
three months old, escaped the tragic fate 
of her parents, and was subsequently res- 
cued from a deserted house by a Christian 
Chinese doctor who ventured to the scene 
of the horror while the community was 
still paralyzed with the terror of the com- 
munistic visitation. 

Thousands of hearts have gone out to 
wee Helen Priscilla, and not a few would 
covet the privilege of showering upon her 
a full measure of love, but naturally she 
is being cared for, for the present at least, 
in the home of her mother’s parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. Charles Ernest Scott, Presbyter- 
ian missionaries in Shantung, China.

Baby Helen Priscilla Stam, three-month-old 
daughter of the Rev. and Mrs. John C. Stam, 
is —- held by a Chinese nurse at Wuhu 
General Hospital after rescuers had brought 
her out of Anhwei Province December 21, where 
her mother and father were slain by Chinese 
bandits said to be Communists. The baby was 
carried in a rice basket for 100 miles by a Chinese 
coolie in the rescue. 


Marriage in China 


Mr. and Mrs. Stam were members of 
the China Inland Mission, Mr. Stam going 
out to China in 1932 and Mrs. Stam a year 
earlier. They were married in China, the 
happy event taking place in the home of the 
bride’s parents in north China. Only re- 
cently had they been appointed to the town 
of Tsingteh, where they planned to begin 
their life’s work of love and mercy. That 
they should be thus suddenly and cruelly 
stricken down is a shock from which our 
minds are slow to recover, and which stag- 
gers the faith of not a few. 

Outside of the inner circle of immediate 
relatives there is no place in the home- 
land where this tragedy has been more 
keenly felt than at the Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, where John and Betty were both 
trained for their missionary service. When 
the fateful news arrived, there came over 
the whole institution a holy hush, which 
will linger for many a day. Visitors to 
the Institute will not have failed to observe 
the “Missionary Board,” extended along an 
entire side of the front lobby of the Admin- 
istration Building. On that board ap- 
pears the names of former students, who 
have gone out to foreign lands as messen- 
gers of the cross, now more than 1,800 of 
them. It is worthy of note that although 


this stream of devoted life first began to 
flow over forty years ago, more than 70 per 
cent of the total number are at present 
actually in active service at the front. 


A Sacred Panel 


On the last panel of the Missionary 
Board is a little group of names all by 
themselves, before which we pause in holy 
silence and remove our hats in reverence. It 
is the roll of “Our Martyrs.” To write 
the story behind each of those eleven names 
would fill a book. Ella Schenck and Hul- 
da Stumpf laid down their lives in Africa; 
Karl Bregenzer, Arthur Tylee and Mild- 
red Kratz were cruelly slain in Latin 
America; while China has claimed the 
supreme sacrifice from Eleanor Chestnut, 
Hattie Rice, Josephine Desmond, Gustaf 
Tornvall, John C. Stam and Elizabeth Stam. 

Does someone inquire as to how such 
evil tidings have affected the hearts of 
the large number of young men and women 
in our classes whose faces are set toward 
the regions beyond? Is there any turning 
away to paths more rosy and fields more 
enticing? Not that we can discern. But 
on the contrary may be noted those tokens 
that an inner struggle has led to a clearer 
vision, a little more firmness of the lip, a 
quickening of the step, and a closer walk 
with God. 

Turning our thoughts away to that noble 
group of men and women who constitute 
the China Inland Mission, we find our- 
selves among a company who down through 
the years have walked constantly in the 
midst of threatenings and dangers, if not 
in the very shadow of death. The roll 
of martyred missionaries in the China In- 
land Mission now numbers no less than 
seventy-four, besides some thirty mission- 
ary children. And to this list must be 
added the names of literally hundreds of 
native Christians who have sealed their 
testimony with their life’s blood. Nor does 
this include those other splendid souls, 
missionaries and Chinese, who have been 
associated with other societies or groups. 


Newspaper Men Surprised 


Some of the newspaper men who con- 
tacted the immediate circle of Mr. Stam’s 
kin and close friends could not suppress 
their surprise at the poise of spirit which 
possessed these Christian people under such 
a staggering blow. There seemed neither 
hopeless grief, nor yet stoic ‘indifference, 
but a strange mellowness of spirit tinctured 
with both sorrow and sweetness. Back of 
this there must be a different philosophy 
of life from that which the news writers 
customarily encounter in collecting mater- 
ial to fill the front pages of the metropoli- 
tan dailies. Christians do have a different 
philosophy of life—one that comes straight 
from the Lord of life Himself. Believers 
in the Lord Jesus Christ possess some 
knowledge of “the mystery of His will” 
and light on that which lies beyond the

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Modern Prophets and Bible Prophets

HERE are no 
prophets like those 
who deny Bible 


prophecy! None 
so livid, none who ven- 
ture so far, or are so 
cocksure! None who are 
so unconscious of their 
delusion ! 


They say that by human efforts the con- 
flicting interests of humanity will be 
changed to complete harmony. Would not 
that be marvelous—complete harmony of 
human interests! Human beings all having 
the same thought on matters of business, of 
laws, of physical, mental, and moral needs 
and supplies? All having one object and 
pursuing it with one purpose? History 
does not record such a condition since Cain 
and Abel were born. To picture it is be- 
yond human imagination. It is indeed a 
stupendous prophecy. 

And the method by which such a star- 
tling result is to be realized! Human 
effort! Now there are certain well-known 
limitations to human effort. One is variety, 
another briefness, a third, changeableness, 
a fourth, treachery. Human effort can only 
go so far. It cannot read the purpose 
of others, nor can it control it. Human 
life does not extend on earth long enough 
to accomplish wonders, and again the ef- 
forts of today may change to efforts in 
the opposite direction tomorrow. And all 
this is to say nothing of immoral treach- 
ery at every turn. Yet the modern 
prophets set down for accomplishment hu- 
man interests in complete harmony, and 
as an instrument for accomplishing this, 
human efforts. Great credence! 


We Turn to the Bible 


Here we have prophecy which has been 
fulfilled and prophecy yet to be fulfilled. 
Here we read of a man who was named 
or designated a century before his birth. 
We read of noted cities to be captured and 
destroyed and some of them to be rebuilt 
hundreds of years before the event. And, 
lo, we can point to accurate fulfillment, 
ruins, and reconstructions. The multiplied 
prophecies telling of our Lord Jesus Christ 
centuries before He came, are so definite 
that it would seem impossible for intelligence 
to miss them. Add to such the many yet to 
be fulfilled, and the aggregate is a marvel. 

And here indeed are prophecies concern- 
ing the harmony of human interests; for 
example, Isaiah 11:1-10: 


“And there shall come forth a rod 
out of-the stem of Jesse, and a Branch 
shall grow out of his roots; and the 
spirit of the Lord shall rest upon him, 
the spirit of wisdom and understanding, 
the spirit of counsel and might, the 
spirit of knowledge and of the fear of 
the Lord; and shall make him of quick 
understanding in the fear of the Lord: 
and he shall not judge after the sight 
of his eyes, neither reprove after the 
hearing of his ears: but with righteous- 
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The prophet that hath a dream, let him tell a dream; and he 
that hath my word, let him speak my word faithfully. What 
is the chaff to the wheat? saith the Lord. Is not my word like 
a fire? saith the Lord; and like a hammer that breaketh the 
rock in pieces? Therefore, behold, I am against the prophets, 
saith the Lord, that steal my words every one from his neigh- 


bor.—Jeremiah 23 :28-30.

ness shall he judge the poor, and re- 
prove with equity for the meek of the 
earth: and he shall smite the earth with 
the rod of his mouth, and with the 
breath of his lips shall he slay the wick- 
ed. And righteousness shall be the 
girdle of his loins, and faithfulness the 
girdle of his reins. The wolf also shall 
dwell with the lamb, and the leopard 
shall lie down with the kid; and the calf 
and the young lion and the fatling to- 
gether; and a little child shall lead 
them. And the cow and the bear shall 
feed; their young ones shall lie down 
together; and the lion shall eat straw 
like the ox. And the sucking child 
shall play on the hole of the asp, and 
the weaned child shall put his hand on 
the cockatrice’ den. They shall not hurt 
nor destroy in all my holy mountain: 
for the earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord, as the waters cover 
the sea. And in that day there shall 
be a root of Jesse, which shall stand 
for an ensign of the people; to it shall 
the Gentiles seek: and his rest shall 
be glorious.” 


And Revelation 21:3-7: 


“And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven saying, Behold, the tabernacle 
of God is with men, and he will dwell 
with them, and they shall be his people, 
and God himself shall be with them, and 
be their God. And God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes; and 
there shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain: for the former 
things are passed away. And he that 
sat upon the throne said, Behold, I 
make all things new. And he said unto 
me, Write for these words are true and 


faithful. And he said 
unto me, It is done. I 
am Alpha and Omega, 
the beginning and the 
end. I will give unto him 
that is athirst of the foun- 
tain of the water of life 
freely. He that overcom- 
eth shall inherit all things ; 
and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son.” 


Here the program by which such sure 
and blessed results are to be brought about 
is given. There is a Person, a living 
mighty Person, who is to accomplish it. 
His titles are superlative — Wonderful, 
Counselor, Mighty God, The Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Peace. He is the 
Branch or shoot from the house of 
David’s father Jesse; He is the one who 
shall judge righteously; He shall stand for 
an ensign of the peoples, even our Lord 
Jesus Christ. And the newness and the 
deathlessness, and the great inheritance 
come from God Himself in His own defi- 
nite acts. 

We choose between the wild prophecies 
of man, predicated of his vanity and con- 
tingent upon his lack of any knowledge of 
the future, and the Word of God by His 
prophets, assured through the many ful- 
fillments in the past. We say the Christ 
of God will come and will provide the 
harmony for the conflicting interests of 
humanity. 


II 


These prophets of the world say that 
by training and selecting they will produce 
a world-wide brotherhood of men. Not 
since the first-born of Eve slew his broth- 
er has this earth ever seen such a wonder 
as the brotherhood of men. What bold- 
ness! And what is to be trained—soul? 
spirit? body? And is the training for 
selecting, or are only the selected to do 
the training? And when would the trained 
be sufficiently trained to select, or when 
would the select be so select as to start 
the training? What venturing! History 
offers not one of man’s samples even kin- 
dred to it. 


We Turn to the Bible Again 


We find that God’s Word teaches about 
a world-wide brotherhood and by what 
method it is to be realized. 

Revelation 11:17, 18: 


“Saying, We give thee thanks, O 
Lord God Almighty, which art, and 
wast, and art to come; because thou 
hast taken to thee thy great power, and 
hast reigned. And the nations were 
angry, and thy wrath is come, and the 
time of the dead, that they should be 
judged, and that thou shouldest give re- 
ward unto thy servants the prophets, 
and to the saints, and them that fear 
thy name, small and great; and should- 
est destroy them which destroy the 
earth.” 


Also Isaiah 32:17, 18: 
“And the work of righteousness shal! 
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be peace; and the effect of righteous- 
ness quietness and assurance for ever. 
And my people shall dwell in a peace- 
able habitation, and in sure dwellings, 
and in quiet resting places.” 


And Isaiah 14:7. 
“The whole earth is at rest, and is 
quiet; they break forth into singing.” 
Here we have only a few Bible proph- 
ecies telling of this blessed brotherhood of 
man, but the method by which it is to be 
realized calls for our Lord Jesus Christ to 
come and establish it. 


III 


By education they say that they will ban- 
ish war from the earth, causing peace 
among the nations. Since the first two 
nations existed, such has not been. The 
accumulated evidence of millenniums would 
require to be reduced to the ashes of nega- 
tion to bring on such a wonder. 

Nations! What are they? Groups of 
people who propose to live under certain 
forms of government. Where are they? 
Who could imagine them anywhere but 
on an earth stricken with human sin. Will 
education cure deception in people? Will 
it cure lying? Will it abolish anger and 
malice and jealousy? Why is it a fact 
that so many prisoners today are educated 
persons? “ 

But they say there is commerce and 
business advantage, with comfortable homes 
and pleasures to be conserved, and educat- 
ed in these regards, people will cease war. 
The answer is easy—Whose commerce, 
whose business, whose homes, whose pleas- 
ures? What a delusion! 


Again Let Us Turn to the Bible 


Here we see in the future a warless 
world for a thousand years. 


Isaiah 2:4: 

“And he shall judge among the na- 
tions, and shall rebuke many people: 
and they shall beat their swords into 
plowshares, and their spears into prun- 
ing hooks: nation shall not lift up sword 
against nation, neither shall they learn 
war any more.” 

Habakkuk 2:14: 

“For the earth shall be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of the Lord, as 
the waters cover the sea.” 

Luke 1:31-33: 

“And, behold, thou shalt conceive in 
thy womb, and bring forth a son, and 
shalt call his name JESUS. He shall 
be great, and shall be called the Son of 
the Highest: and the Lord God shall 
give unto him the throne of his father 
David: and he shall reign over the house 
of Jacob forever; and of his kingdom 
there shall be no end.” 


Luke 2:14: 
“Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward men.” 
It is the mighty One who pronounced 
judgment on the disobedient who will com- 
mand and provide peace over the earth.

And they say that they will produce a 
loftier race than man has seen, using ath- 
letics and regulated training. 

Now races are made up of persons, so 
the daring claim here is that a loftier man 
canbe so produced—the super-man. Would 
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that not be amazing! Heredity, environ- 
ment, survival, would all contribute to this 
stupendous result. Yet, if the result is not 
discernible, if it does not exist, and is not 
even approached, what a prophecy we here 
have! They say they do not believe in 
prophecy. Then why do they prophesy? 

And here we turn to the Bible and read: 


Ephesians 4:13: 

“Till we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son 
of God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fullness 
of Christ.” 


Isaiah 12-6: 

“And in that day thou shalt say, O 
Lord, I will praise thee: though thou 
wast angry with me, thine anger is 
turned away, and thou comfortedst me. 
Behold, God is my salvation; I will 
trust, and not be afraid: for the Lord 
JEHOVAH is my strength and my 
song; he also is become my salvation. 
Therefore with joy shall ye draw wa- 
ter out of the wells of salvation. And 
in that day shall ye say, Praise the 
Lord, call upon his name, declare his 
doings among the people, make men- 
tion that his name is exalted. Sing 
unto the Lord; for he hath done ex- 
ellent things: this is known in all the 
earth. Cry out and shout, thou in- 
habitant of Zion: for great is the Holy 
One of Israel in the midst of thee.” 


Isaiah 13:12: 


“I will make a man more precious 
than fine gold; even a man than the 
golden wedge of Ophir.” 


Romans 8:29: 

“For whom he did foreknow, he 
also did predestinate to be conformed 
to the image of his Son, that he might 
be the firstborn among many brethren.” 


Romans 8 :35-39: 

“Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? shall tribulation, or distress, 
or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, 
or peril, or sword? As it is written, 
For thy sake we are killed all the day 
long ; we are accounted as sheep for the 
slaughter. Nay, in all these things we 
are more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. For I am persuaded, 
that neither death, nor life, nor angels, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor things 
present, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the love of 
God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord.” 


All of which is by grace alone, coming 
from and culminating in Him with whom 
the saved shall reign. 

Surely it is not difficult to distinguish 
the chaff from the wheat. The lightness, 
the indefiniteness, the cheapness and dream- 
iness of the modern prophets are all too 
evident. The Word of God, on the other 
hand, has come true, and shall come true, 
and when it does, how everything fits to a 
fraction! It has persons, times, facts. The 
other is a gaze into a dark night. There 
is nothing to prompt a sure witnessing in 
it. It cannot produce a song. But God’s 
Word prompts to hallelujahs! The vic- 
torious Christ is in it. 


II Peter 1:16-21: 


“For we have not followed cunningly 
devised fables, when we made known 
unto you the power and coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, but were eyewit- 
nesses of his majesty. For he received 
from God the Father honor and glory, 


when there came such a voice to him 
from the excellent glory, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 
And this voice which came from heaven 
we heard, when we were with him in 
the holy mount. We have also a more 
sure word of prophecy; whereunto ye 
do well that ye take heed, as unto a 
light that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day dawn, and the day star arise 
in your hearts; knowing this first, that 
no prophecy of the scripture is of any 
private interpretation. For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will of 
man; but holy men of God spake as 
they were moved by the Holy Ghost.” 
How substantial! How assuring! No 
fiction here! Eyewitnesses, and those who 
heard the voice from heaven! Majesty, 
excellent glory! Bible prophecy made sur- 
er! Something worth heeding! A lamp 
in the night! All this harmonizing with 
other Bible prophecies, making a great 
unit of prophecy, given under the power of 
the Holy Spirit! 


Silence! Silence! Was it ne’er broken, 
This haunting o’er life’s pathless way? 
And have I but some dim and misty token 

Of what I think the God of life might 
say? 
Darkness! Darkness! Was there no light- 
ing? 
I bow and weep beside my dead. 
And must I feign I’ve heard of sorrow’s 
righting, 
And only dream of where the saints are 
led? 


Speaking! 
spoken : 
By prophets, by His Son, His Word, 
His words! By Him the silence has been 
broken ; 
The message of His heart my heart hath 
heard. 


O God! Our God! ’Tis Thou bestoweth

Not all could equal Thy life-giving 
breath. 


Resting! Resting! Where love outflowing

Speaking! ’Tis God hath 
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John Wesley on the Rostrum

FTER Wesley’s conversion he was 
ready for the great work to fol- 
low. The complete assurance of 
God’s love gave his mind perfect 

trust. He never worried about anything. 
His energy was boundless; his capacity 
for endurance almost superhuman; and his 
accomplishment beyond comprehension. 


His Tremendous Energy 


For fifty years 
Wesley worked 
from early morning 
until late at night 
preaching, instruct- 
ing, Organizing, 
reading, and writ- 
ing. His days were 
planned with min- 
ute detail, not a 
minute was wasted. 
He arose at four, 
spent some time in 
devotions, preached 
at five, rode horse- 
vack to his next 
appointment, and so 
on through the day. 
He braved all kinds 
of weather and 
faced all types of 
audiences. He stood 
up before the mobs, 
which were com- 
mon in his day, 
with calmness and 
composure. Except 
in a few rare cases, 
he gained control of ruffians by his tact- 
ful appeal to the leaders, and held the 
crowds which had come to make a dis- 
turbance, breathless with attention. 

His power to move thousands seemed 
to be in the force of his message, the flash 
of his eye, and the conviction with which 
he spoke. The people gave way to sobs 
and groans, fainting and outcries, for 
Wesley spoke of sin and its terrible effects. 
Sometimes the outcries and physical mani- 
festations were confusing and distracting. 
These lamentations and outward signs of 
the spiritual upheaval were partly the cause 
of the fierce vituperation hurled upon 
Wesley and Whitefield, a fellow preacher, 
by the Established Church of England. 


Concerning “Bodily Effects” 


A word might be said about Wesley’s 
attitude toward these “bodily effects,” as 
these outward signs were called. He did 
not try to play upon the emotions, but he 
was never opposed to what he considered 
sincere- manifestations of a “sinner’s dis- 
tress.” As much of his preaching was out- 
of-doors, great crowds assembled. Many 
who could not hear him or who “had come 
to scoff” and have a good time, caused 
annoyances by feigning great prostration 
and lamentation. Of course these were 
many who were not feigning—many were 
actually overcome by their emotions and

sense of sin, and cried out to be saved. 
These prostrations were not, however, as 
common in the audiences of Wesley as of 
Whitefield, whose theatrical power of 


oratory encouraged the people to cry out 
for their sins. Neither was it as common in 
Wesley’s audiences as in those of Jonathan 
Edwards, who at this time was preaching 
“hell-fire’ and “eternal damnation” to the 
American colonists. 


Edwards had no ob- 





churches or public places and preach in 
door yards, in the cemetery, or out in the 
open fields. He was hindered by magis- 
trates; his lodging was often surrounded 
by unruly vulgar mobs, but through it all 
he kept his faith, his poise, and his temper. 

So much for “bodily effects’; there is 
not time to dwell upon the subject here, 
but it is a fascinating and illuminating part 
of the religious movement of Wesley’s time. 

People in the 
poorer towns and in 
the mining regions 
arose early to hear 
Wesley before their 
day’s work began. 
He never failed to 
appear when they 
expected him. No 
class was too low, 
no request was too 
trivial! From 1738 
until his last  ser- 
mon, October 7, 
1790, he followed a 
definite course and 
adhered assiduous- 
ly to a strenuous 
routine. After his 
itinerary began in 
1738, his labors ex- 


tended to every 
part of the British 
Isles. 


As suggested be-

jections to “bodily effects”; he considered 
the cause of the groans, tears, outcries, con- 
vulsions, and failure of strength to be a 
diseased or abnormal condition of body or 
mind. “They are wrought incidentally by 
the Spirit of God, and are evidence of His 
unusual presence and power in the con- 
gregation.”* He had no desire to check 
this feature of the revival. He considered 
it no mark of confusion, but rather a sign 
of higher order which God is involving. 
Wesley held somewhat the same opinion 
about what he considered sincere manifes- 
tations. His journal records the following: 
April 26, 1739, at Newgate, Bristol: 

I was led to pray that God would im- 
mediately bear witness to His Word. 
Immediately one, and another, and an- 
other sunk to earth; they dropped on 
every side as if thunderstruck. One of 
them cried aloud. We sought God in 
her behalf, and He turned her heaviness 
into joy. A second being in the same 
agony called on God. He spake peace 
to her soul. 

Church Opposition 

These lamentations, outcries, weepings, 
greatly disturbed the age, the Church, and 
Bishop Butler, who were all against en- 
thusiasms and demonstrations. The dis- 
approval of the Established Church and of 
the Bishop caused Wesley much trouble. 
He was at times forced to leave the 
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fore, Wesley was 
thirty-six years old 
when he began his 
During the next fifty years 


real work. 
he traveled 225,000 miles; preached more 
than 40,000 sermons, some to congrega- 
tions above 20,000 people, and most of 


them in the open air.? It is a tour de 
force unparalled in English history. 


Wesley as an Organizer 


Not only did Wesley preach from one 
to four sermons daily (sometimes as many 
as eight), but he also organized his follow- 
ers. He often read as he was riding from 
charge to charge. He wrote at least three 
volumes of sermons, besides keeping an ac- 
curate record of each day in his journals, 
which now collected and carefully edited 
make up eight large volumes. He wrote 
many letters too, which took energy and 
time, as nearly all of them—they too equal 
eight large volumes—are comforting mes- 


. sages to those whose souls were in distress. 


Hardly one letter of the several hundred 
is without some exhortation or advice or 
commendation concerning the recipient’s 
soul. 

These letters seem to show Wesley’s real 
mission in life during his fifty years of 
preaching. They indicate that his sole 
purpose was to do good. His only quarrel 
was with the sins of the time and with the 
Devil. His dominating ambition was to pro- 
mote the love of God and man, and to re- 
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store the divine image in the souls of the 
multitudes who came to hear him. His in- 
fluence was wide. 


Compared with Other Preachers 


Wesley’s collection of Sermons in three 
volumes discloses the sincere, open dis- 
cussion of his opinions. They may seem 
somewhat dull to a modern reader. They 
are almost purely expository with very 
little adornment of figurative language, and 
their greatest virtue is in being straight- 
forward and clear. They are made emphatic 
by frequent repetitions of words or whole 
sentences. 

The force and power of these sermons 
must have been in Wesley’s personality 
and utterance. There is nothing of the 
damnation and terror of Edwards’ sermons; 
none of the hyperbole and flash of White- 
field's, none of the illustrating and story- 
telling gift of Moody’s; none of the spec- 
tacular display of Billy Sunday’s. They are 
clear, direct, and convincing. They fit every 
coudition of the age, and they deal with 
every phase of life. They are universal as 
man is universal. Such subjects as Justifi- 
cation by Faith; The Witness of the Spirit; 
The Great Assize; Satan’s Devices; Self 
Denial; The Use of Mercy; On the Death 
of the Rev. George Whitefield; Of Hell; 
On Temptation; the Danger of Riches; On 
Zeal; On Redeeming the Time; Visiting 
the Sick; On Attending Church Service; 
The Cause and Cure of Earthquakes (after 
Earthquake in 1750, Vol. II1)—show only 
afew of the various channels of his thought.

IN! A small word and seemingly in- 
significant, but it suggests to us 
something wrong, something terrible, 
something that most people want to 

shun. They do not want to be called sin- 
ners. How true, and yet we are all living 
in the midst of sin, surrounded by it and 
the things pertaining to it on every hand. 

Let us pause and analyze the word, 
S-I-N. 

When we first went to school we learned 
to sound the letters of the alphabet, and the 
sound was nearly always connected with 
some commonplace object with which we 
were familiar. We were told that S sounds 
like the hiss of a snake or a serpent. 


Let us go back to the beginning of man. 
In Genesis 3, while there were as yet but 
two people in the world, sin entered. And 
by what, or whom was it brought in? Was 
it not by the serpent, representing Satan, 
a liar, a sinner from the beginning? The 
letter S much resembles a serpent as it is 
coiled ready to spring. Would it be going 
too far to imagine that the serpent was in 
that position when he begtiiled Eve? 


“Now the serpent was more subtle 
than any beast of the field which Je- 
hovah God had made. And he said unto 
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“The Nature of Enthusiasm” 


The sermon on “The Nature of Enthusi- 
asm” ranks with any discourse on the new 
and dangerous word—by the writers of the 
period. In it Wesley gives the etymology 
of the word itself, its earlier meanings, its 
eighteenth century interpretations’, and il- 
lustrates, its many connotations as it was 
then used. He gives as the good sense in 
which it is used, “that quality meaning 
neither good nor evil” (p. 440). Thus one 
speaks of the enthusiasm of the poets; of 
Homer and Virgil in particular. In such 
use they (the users) appear to under- 
stand an uncommon vigor of thought, a 
peculiar fervor of spirit, a vivacity and 
strength not to be found in common men; 
elevating the soul to greater and higher 
things than cool reason could have attained. 
“But,” he goes on, “either of these is the 
sense wherein the word ‘enthusiasm’ is most 
usually understood.”* ‘The generality of 
men, if no farther agreed, at least agree 
thus far concerning it, that it is something 
of evil: and this is plainly the sentiment of 
all those who call the religion of the heart 
‘enthusiasm.’ ” Then he goes on to point 
out that as used in religious experience it 
is an evil, a misfortune, if not a fault. 

For ten pages the exposition is carried 
on to show this. The sermon finally ends 
with these words: “Thus expect a daily 
growth in that pure and holy religion which 
the world always did, and always will call 
‘enthusiasm,’ but which, to all who are

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saved from real enthusiasm, from merely 
nominal Christianity, is ‘the wisdom of 
God, and the power of God,’ ‘the glorious 
image of the Most High,’ ‘righteousness 
and peace,’ a ‘fountain of living water, 
springing up into everlasting life.’ ”* This 
sermon, as are all the others, is carefully 
organized. 


Compared with Other Great Men 


After considering the vastness of Wesley’s 
influence in religious development in the 
eighteenth century, one feels justified in 
giving him high rank among the great men 
of his day. In an age when Voltaire and 
Rousseau were expounding to the world 
their doctrines and theories about life and 
human conduct; when George Washington, 
Samuel Adams, Thomas Jefferson, and 
Benjamin Franklin were laying the foun- 
dations of the United States of America; 
when George Frederick Handel and Josiah 
Reynolds were creating masterpieces for 
the enjoyment of the eye and the ear; when 
Defoe, Richardson, and Fielding were in- 
troducing the art of fiction; when Swift, 
Addison, and Johnson were producing liter- 
ature which has become world famous—in 
such an age would it be rash to say that 
John Wesley was the most ascendant per- 
sonality of his time, or would it be fair to 
claim for him the honor of having the 
greatest influence upon the spiritual de- 
velopment of the eighteenth century? Time 
may answer such questions. All the in- 
dividual can do is to conjecture.

the woman, Yea, hath God said, Ye shall 
not eat of any tree of the garden? And 
the woman said unto the serpent, Of the 
fruit of the trees of the garden we may 
eat: but of the fruit of the tree which 
is in the midst of the garden, God hath 
said, Ye shall not eat of it, neither shall 
ye touch it, lest ye die. And the serpent 
said unto the woman, Ye shall not surely 
die’ (Gen. 3:1-4). 


If we believe God’s Word, is it not a 
staff, that we can rest on securely? On 
the other hand, if we doubt it, does it not 
become to us something uncertain on which 
we cannot rest? If Adam and Eve had be- 
lieved and obeyed the command of God 
they would not have fallen into sin, but 
because Satan beguiled them and twisted 
God’s Word, as he always does, they were 
led to doubt and disbelieve it. It was then 
by unbelief that the evil one led man into 
sin. And unbelief is still the condemning 
sin. 

Let us look at

N consists of three broken lines, or rather 
a line broken in three. God’s command- 
ments are sure and steadfast, straight and 
safe to follow. But man-made laws are 


stretched, twisted, and misinterpreted so 
that in these days the worst criminals are 
found “not guilty.” So many clauses and 
exceptions are inserted in our laws that 
their meaning is Vague and hardly under- 
standable. But “the commandment of 
Jehovah is pure, enlightening the eyes” 
(Ps. 19:8). No man-made laws are perfect, 
but “the ordinances of Jehovah are true 
and righteous altogether” (Ps. 19:9). They 
are “yea” and “nay.” God’s Word is final. 
There can be no argument there. 

Now that law of God, so pure and en- 
lightening, so true and righteous, so final 
and authoritative, was summed: up by His 
Son Jesus Christ in these two command- 
ments : 

“Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind, and with all thy 
strength: this is the first commandment. 
And the second is like, namely this, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 
There is none other commandment 
greater than these” (Mark 12:30, 31). 


But as the letter N is broken in two 
places, so has God’s law been broken in 
these two places, by sinning against God 
and by sinning against man. 

Thus “there is none righteous, no not 
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one” (Rom. 3:10). Through one man— 
Adam—sin entered into the world, and ever 
since it has been present. “All have sinned 
and come short of the glory of God” (Rom. 
S223). 

Where Man Stands 

All creation is in bondage to sin and is 
waiting to be released. But, worst of all, 
we find man, I, right in the middle of 
S IN. Rather than trust God’s Word and 
obey His commandments, man doubted and 
disobeyed. 

“Wretched man that I am! Who shall 
deliver me out of the body of this death?” 
(Rom. 7:24). Is there no means of escape 
from this awful state? Yes, there is one 
and only one way, and that is through our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. Neither is 


there any other name under heaven, given 
among men, whereby we must be saved 
(Acts 4:12)! 

Let us glance again at this word, sin. 
We see that man cannot find salvation by 
looking either to the right or left (for sin 
is on every hand), but only by looking up 
to the crucified One, believing on Him and 
accepting Him as a personal Saviour. 


“And as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up; that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but 
have eternal life. For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal life” 
(John 3:14-16). 





Yes, all men have sinned, but Jesus has 
borne all our sins in His own body on the 
tree. Oh, man! Stop and consider! It was 
all because He loved you so. 

“How shall we escape if we neglect so 
great salvation?” (Heb. 2:3). Those who 
refuse to have God in their knowledge or 
accept His way, may find that God has 
given them up unto sin, as we read in 
Romans 1 :28-32. 

Jesus is coming soon to take His loved 
ones, the Church, the believers who are 
watching and waiting, out of sin and the 
world, to be forever with Him. Will you 
be among the missing ones the day a‘ter 
Jesus has gathered the believers home? Or 
will you still be in this world of sin? 


The Great Words of Conversion

HERE are three great words asso- 

ciated with conversion that are fre- 

quently misunderstood. They are 

the old-fashioned word “conviction,” 
the much abused word “repentance,” and 
that glorious word “faith.” Let us examine 
each in the light of God’s Word. 


Conviction 


“And when he is come, he will convince 
[reprove] the world of sin, and of right- 
eousness, and of judgment” (John 16:8). 

So the Holy Spirit is tte One who con- 
victs, and the great sin of which He con- 
victs the unsaved is unbelief. “Of sin be- 
cause they believe not on me,” said Jesus. 
Not “sins” but “sin,” the need of a Saviour. 

Someone has put it this way: “Not 
merely to know that all are sinners, 
but to fecl that I am a sinner, and de- 
serving of the just wrath of God—that is 
conviction.” 

You see, my friend, you must realize that 
you are lost and need a Saviour. Unless 
you are aware of the fact that you are 
drowning you will not call for help. It is 
when you are sick that you send for the 
physician. 

Hence the absolute necessity of con- 
viction, apart from which there can be no 
salvation. Conviction will not save, but 
it will convince you of your need of sal- 
vation, so that like the Philippian jailer 
you will cry, “What must I do to be 
saved?” 

Have you felt your need? Do you know 
anything about conviction? Have you real- 
ized that you are lost? Did you ever cry, 
“Save, Lord, I perish!” If not, then you 
are- in a dangerous position, and I urge 
you now to ask the Holy Spirit to convict 
you, to show you your true state before 
God, so that you may repent and believe. 


Repentance 
1. Repentance includes conviction, but 
conviction is not repentance. If so, then 
Felix repented when he trembled (Acts 
24:25).

Many an one gets no farther than con- 
viction. He knows he is a sinner and real- 
izes that he is lost, but he never repents. 
The Holy Spirit has convicted, but the sin- 
ner, in spite of the fact that he knows full 
well his danger, refuses to repent, and 
finally perishes. Unhappy man! 

Perhaps you, my friend, have been con- 
victed, and admit that you are lost and 
need Christ. Yet still you go on in sin, 
rejecting God’s offer of mercy because you 
are unwilling to repent. Felix trembled 
under conviction, but was lost. He would 
not repent. 

2. Repentance includes sorrow for sin, 
but sorrow for sin is not repentance. If so, 
then Judas repented. 

Poor Judas! What anguish filled his 
soul! Yet he committed suicide and per- 
ished. Why? Because he would not re- 
pent. He refused to make the wrong right. 


Christ would have forgiven him, but he 
turned away. 

And perhaps you too, have wept over 
sin, and time after time expressed your 
sorrow. Tears have flowed copiously, but 
that has been all. You have never altered 
your life. You have not repented. 

3. Repentance includes remorse, but re- 
morse is not repentance. Hell is full of re- 
morse, but only for the consequences of sin. 
There is no contrition. The rich man 
uttered not a word of sorrow for his sin, 
nor did he give any indication that he 
wished he had lived differently (Luke 16: 
19-31). But David, though guilty of both 
adultery and murder, saw his sin as against 
God, and repented (Ps. 51:4). His heart 
was filled with contrition, not merely re- 
morse. 

4. Repentance means “a change of 
mind,” a “right about face.” “I will arise 
and go,” said the prodigal son. He repented. 
He left his sin and returned to his father. 
His mind had undergone a complete and 
wholesome change regarding his sin, him- 
self, the life he was living, and his father. 
And that change resulted in action so that 
he truly repented. He forsook his sin and 
came home. 

Oh, my friend, when you are sorty 
enough for your sin to give it up, then you 
have repented, but not until then. Like the 
prodigal you must turn from all you know 
to be wrong, renounce it utterly, and give 
yourself to God. Put your resolution into 
action. Say, “I will arise and go,” and then 
do it.. Leave your sin. Put it forever out 
of your life and turn to God. For when 
you truly turn your face toward God, you 
automatically turn your back on sin. 


Faith 


1. Faith means accepting Christ as 4 
gift. 

No one would dream of paying for 4 
Christmas gift, because the moment pay- 
ment is made it ceases to be a gift. All 
you can do is to take it and say “Thank 
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you.” You do not work for it. You can- 
not earn it. And so it is with Christ. He 
must be accepted in exactly the same way. 
For just as you believe in the sincerity of 
the one who sends you a gift at Christmas, 
so too, you must believe in the genuineness 
of God’s offer and accept His gift, Christ. 
Faith reaches out a hand and takes. Thus 


the Lord Jesus Christ becomes your 
Saviour. 

2. Faith means receiving Christ as a 
guest. 


“Behold,” He says, “I stand at the door, 
and knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
open the door, I will come in” (Rev. 3:20). 
In other words, He waits outside your 
heart’s closed door, but He will never force 


His way in. You must open the door and 
invite Him in. And the moment you open 
the door He enters. Thus you can honest- 
ly say, “Jesus is in my heart.” 

Oh, my friend, let Him in. You would 
not dream of keeping a guest standing on 
the threshold, would you? Well, then, why 
keep Christ outside? Receive Him now. 

3. Faith means coming to Christ as a 
pauper. 

That was the way the prodigal came to 
his father. He had nothing. His money 
was gone. He came in rags. He knew he 
was unworthy. And so he simply cast him- 
self on his father’s mercy. He came just 
as he was. And so must you. Do not wait 
to reform. Do not endeavor to better your- 





self. Come as you are, for after all you 
are nothing but a sinner. 


4. Faith means trusting Christ as a 
Saviour. 


You are drowning and someone throws 
you a life-belt. Do you cast it from you? 
Certainly not. You grasp it. You rest 
your weight on it. You trust it. That is 
faith. 


How simple! Why not trust Him now? 
“To believe about Christ will never save 
you. You must trust Him. Have you done 
it? Do not look within. You are not to 
examine your feelings. Cast the anchor 
outside. Lay hold of Christ. Trust Him 
now.

What Constitutes a Fundamentalist?

HIS term is in constant use. There- 

fore, irrespective of anybody’s per- 

sonal convictions, its accurate defini- 

tion is desirable in the interest of 
careful thinking. Primarily Fundamental- 
ism means acceptance of certain doctrines. 
But the word is often expanded to include 
a method of proclaiming those doctrines, 
a method usually emphatic and at times 
militant or even bitter. Obviously two 
men can believe the same truth yet differ 
as to the wisest and most effective method 
of upholding it before the world. More- 
over, numerous fundamentalists have en- 
rolled in societies bearing that name and 
either limited to one denomination or open 
to all. And occasionally they have organ- 
ized instead an independent fundamentalist 
church. We seek to answer the simple 
question of doctrinal position, disregard- 
ing methods and memberships. 


Related to Conservatives in General 

A fundamentalist is first of all a con- 
servative Christian. Doctrines held in com- 
mon by all such are well known and 
scarcely need be listed when defining a 
fundamentalist. Briefly, they embrace the 
fall of man and the incarnation of Christ 
from virgin birth to crucifixion, bodily 
resurrection and ascension, besides belief 
in His miracles and teachings, especially 
atonement through His death. But on the 
nature or degree of the inspiration of the 
Bible, and on eschatology or the doctrine 
of last things, fundamentalists do not agree 
with other conservatives, hence in identi- 
fying the former we need only to ascer- 
tain their attitude on these two points. 


Two Differences 


First, fundamentalists believe that the 


inspiration of Scripture writers was verbal. 
That is, they understand the Bible claims 
perfect accuracy in the original text of 
both Testaments, and they accept this as 
a fact without attempting to explain the 
process. They hold the writers were super- 
naturally restrained from recording any- 
thing erroneously, and given divine revela- 
tion on matters beyond the knowledge of 
their unaided intellect, such as details of 
creation and God’s final program for the 
universe. This leads them to interpret the 
Scriptures literally instead of spiritualizing 
difficult passages, and to reject the evolu- 
tionary theory as contradicting Genesis. 

Secondly, fortified by their belief in 
verbal inspiration, fundamentalists believe 
in the personal, visible, and imminent re- 
turn of Christ to earth for the purpose of 
terminating the present dispensation of 
grace; thus they read the prophecies. This 
does not commit them to agreement on 
specific features of the future, such as 
the judgment day, the millennium, and 
other matters. As a rule, however, funda- 
mentalists understand Christ’s coming will 
involve His assumption of personal sov- 
ereignty here, governmental as well as 
spiritual, to extend through a thousand 
years, beginning then. 


Far-Reaching Effects 


This second difference between funda- 
mentalists and conservatives is wider and 
farther reaching than most of the latter 
realize, seeing that it diametrically opposes 
their expectation of a gradual progress of 
the Church toward complete evangeliza- 
tion of the world in this age. Those who 
eagerly watch for Christ’s advent to bring 
the only adequate salvation possible for 





a troubled world, never conceive of the 
entire abolition of war or the full achieve- 
ment of other reforms prior to that blessed 
event. Rather they foresee and find pro- 
phesied growing difficulties for the true 
Church as she faces people at large more 
and more antagonistic to her message and 
unwittingly preparing to welcome Anti- 
christ. and defy the Most High. 


The Limits of Classification 


Any man who heartily accepts both of 
these doctrines, as above defined and lim- 
ited, may safely be counted a fundamental- 
ist, whether or not he ever adopts or em- 
ploys the name. Whoever rejects both 
doctrines is clearly not a fundamentalist, no 
matter how faithfully he adheres to con- 
servative positions in general. Those who 
confidently expect Christ will soon appear 
on earth are practically all believers in 
verbal inspiration. But in contrast to such 
Christians there are many who accept the 
latter doctrine while either rejecting the 
other entirely or apprehending it so vaguely 
that it but little alters their thinking on 
world events. Thus they approximate the 
optimistic attiude of conservatives. 


These men, theretore, occupy an equi- 
vocal position, wavering between conserva- 
tism proper and fundamentalism, and are 
difficult to classify. We believe they will 
eventually perceive that consistency re- 
quires them to fully accept the doctrine of 
Christ’s early return, or else they will 
relinquish belief in verbal inspiration. To 
that extent our definition is insufficient, but 
we think it will adequately identify the 
great majority of fundamentalists, and the 
platform of any organization is determined 
by majority opinion. 


British-Israelism, or the Lost Ten Tribes

Y INTEREST in the subject of 
this article began forty years ago 
with Professor Totten’s series of 
booklets, whose publication ex- 

tended over a period of years. Their con- 
tents fascinated me as they did many others 
at the time, and but for one thing, I 
should have been brought under their spell 
and become a devotee of the British-Israel 
theory. That theory is that “the Anglo- 
Saxon race is the literal, lineal, and blood 
descendant of the ten tribes of Israel whom 
Shalmaneser deported into Media in the 
eighth century B.C., and who hitherto, 
have been so completely lost.” 

The “one thing” that saved me from this 
mishap, as it will save any other Chris- 
tian I believe, was the synthetic study of 
the Bible begun about that time and con- 
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tinued ever since. Nor is British-Israelism 
the only alluring by-path, not cast up by 
God (Jer. 18:15), from which I have been 
similarly saved. The scope of this article 
will not permit an enlargement on that 
way of studying the Bible, but to those 
interested to know of it, let me recommend 
my little book, How to Master the Eng- 
lish Bible (The Bible Institute Colportage 
Association, Chicago). As the copyright 
is not owned by me and I have no commer- 
cial rights in the book, I can mention it 
with the greater freedom. 

The British-Israelites claim exceptional 
Bible knowledge and lay stress on their 
literal interpretation of the Holy Book. 
And one must admit that they quote texts 
with facility. There are good and emi- 
nent men and women among them also, 


men and women who are zealous for God 
and for the peace of the world as well as 
for the supremacy of their race. We re- 
spect and admire those of them with whom 
we have acquaintance or after whom we 
have read, and grant not only their ability 
but the purity of their motive, and their 
devotion to a cause which they look upon 
at once as both patriotic and divine. But 
the whole controversy gathers around the 
question of Paul, “What saith the scrip- 
ture?” 


The Error Spreading 


My reason for the present discussion of 
the subject is that recently it has taken on 
new life. Its advocates are pressing it 
publicly and privately by pen and voice 
with unwonted enthusiasm, and multitudes 
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of professing Christians, clerical and lay, 
are being captivated by it to a degree that 
may have “the gravest effect on their 
whole life and ministry.” 


How or where shall we begin to discuss 
it? Our answer is with the promised land. 

When God called Abraham, out of 
whose loins was to come the nation of 
Israel, He gave him a threefold blessing. 
He would make his name great, He would 
make of him a great nation, and in him 
should all the families of the earth be 
blessed (Gen. 12:1-3). Also as a contrib- 
uting agency to the carrying out of this 
blessing He gave unto his seed the land 
of Canaan (12:7). A little later God re- 
peated this promise, adding that the gift 
of the land was “for ever” (13:15). Still 
later He confirmed the promise by cove- 
nant and indicated the boundaries of the 
land (15:18-21). These boundaries, by the 
way, are ten times as large as any part 
of the territory Israel has ever yet occu- 
pied (Keith, quoted in Israel My Glory, 
p. 54). 

The promise of the land was renewed to 
Isaac (Gen. 26:3, 4) and to Jacob (Gen. 
28:13, 14). And when the descendants of 
Jacob had grown into a multitude in 
Egypt, whither they had migrated because 
of a famine in Canaan, God restored them 
again to the land and once more gave it 
to them “for a heritage” (Exod. 6:6-8). 
Their disobedience later on separated them 
from its possession but did not deprive 
them of its right. “Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, I will take the children of 
Israel from among the nations, whither 
they be gone, and will gather them on 
every side, and bring them into their own 
land: and they shall dwell in the land 
that I have given unto Jacob my servant, 
wherein your fathers have dwelt” (Ezek. 
37 :21-28). 

If this restoration is to be interpreted 
as that from Babylon, there is still a second 
restoration promised “in that day”’— 
clearly the day of Christ’s second coming— 
when “the Lord shall set his hand again 
the second time to recover the remnant of 
his people, which shall be left, from As- 
syria, and from Egypt, and from Pathros, 
and from Cush, and from Elam, and from 
Shinar, and from Hamath, and from the 
islands of the sea” (Isa. 11:11). Yes, and 
“from the four corners of the earth” 
(Isa. 11:12). In this last instance it is 
clear that the whole nation is in mind, 
“the outcasts of Israel,” the ten tribes, 
and “the dispersed of Judah,” the two 
tribes. 


Nor is this all. For as others have 
pointed out, and indeed as the synthesis of 
the Bible clearly indicates, before the 
original purpose of God through Israel 
in the blessing of all the nations can be 
realized, the scattered must become one 
united people and in possession of their 
inheritance. “Thus saith the Lord God; 
... 1 will make them one nation in the 
land upon the mountains of Israel; and 
one king shall be king to them all: and 
they shall be no more two nations, neither 
shall they be divided into two kingdoms 
any more at all . . . And the nations. shall 
know that I the Lord do sanctify Israel, 
when my sanctuary shall be in the midst of 
them for evermore” (Ezek. 37: 21-28). 
See also Psalm 67. 
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The United States Included 


In the light of these plain declarations 
would it not be interesting to learn where 
in the Bible our British-Israel brethren 
find warrant for the idea that Great Brit- 
ain and the United States are the lost 
tribes? We say Great Britain and the 
United States, for our country is joined 
with the British Isles in this strange con- 
jecture. The starting point, at least with 
Professor Totten, is Genesis 48:16, where 
Jacob, in blessing the two sons of Joseph, 
Ephraim and Manasseh, says, “Let them 
grow into a multitude in the midst of the 
earth.” And verse 19, where he says of 
Ephraim especially, “His seed shall become 
a multitude (fulness) of nations.” A mul- 
titude of foreign nationalities in covenant 
with God, is the way Totten interprets the 
words. Ephraim is settled upon as mean- 
ing the British Empire and Manasseh as 
the United States. “Let it be noted,” 
says Bishop Titcomb, in The Case Put 
Concisely, “that whatever is true of 
Ephraim (England) has parallel fulfill- 
ment in Manasseh (the United States).” 


Where Is the Warrant? 


We return now to the question, Where in 
the Bible do these brethren find warrant 
for their idea? That is, where do they 
find such warrant in the light of the fore- 
going identification of Israel with the land 
of Canaan? At once they direct attention 
to Nathan’s words to David (II Sam. 
7:10). Israel had now been in the land 
for 500 years, but God, through the pro- 
phet, says to David: 

“I will appoint a place for my people 
Israel, and will plant them, that they may 
dwell in a place of their own, and move 
no more, neither shall the children of 
wickedness afflict them any more as be- 
foretime.” 

The future tense, “J will appoint,” is re- 
ferred to by the British-Israelites as in- 
dicating that another country than Canaan 
is in mind. Why? one involuntarily asks. 
Had God made a mistake in His original 
promise of Canaan? Could He no longer 
guarantee to protect and provide for His 
people in that territory? A cynic might 
ask these questions. But our answer is 
that the future tense is not intended to be 
so interpreted. Read the whole passage 
from verse 6 to 10 inclusive, and observe 
that God through the prophet is using the 
past tense throughout, “J have not dwelt 
in an house,” “I have walked with all the 
children. of -Israel.” And so here He 
means, “I have appointed a place.” 

But why then, do the translators em- 
ploy the future tense in verse 10? It is 
difficult, if not impossible, to say. The 
Hebrew. does not call for it, as the same 
tense forms of verb are used throughout. 
Moreover, all translators do not so em- 
ploy it. The Speaker’s Commentary does 
not, nor the Bible Commentary, nor Adam 
Clarke’s Commentary, nor Langé’s Com- 
mentary, nor the Translation According to 
the Letter and Idioms of the Original 
Languages, by Robert Young, LL.D. 
Adam Clarke not only renders the words 
in the past tense, but also mentions that 
the wrong translation (the future). was 
artfully laid hold of and expatiated upon 
by the deistical author of The Grounds 
and Reasons of the Christian Religion, 
who pretended. to demonstrate therefrom 





that the promise of the Messiah could not 
be there recorded. Professor C. T. Toy, 
of Harvard, in a footnote in Langé, names 
three other authorities who render the 
verb in the past tense, and he himself says 
that “the past tense in verse 1 is the strong- 
est argument for the past rendering 
throughout.” 

But even were this not so, the synthesis 
of the Bible would prohibit such an inter- 
pretation of the words. Or to put it as 
does Samuel H. Wilkinson, in British- 
Israelism Examined, the whole body of 
Scripture prohibits it, “which consistently 
and with almost painful insistence describes 
Israel as either being in their own land or 
in the land of their enemies.” She can 
only be in one of two places, Canaan, now 
Palestine, or dispersed in the lands of 
other nations. She herself cannot be in 
possession of any other land, neither Great 
Britain nor the United States. 

Mr. Wilkinson, in the book just named, 
undertakes to critically consider the argu- 
ments of the advocates of the theory point 
by point. Others have answered them, but 
not in such detail as he. His book was pub- 
lished in 1923, and three years later it 
brought a rejoinder in a volume of about 
the same size (200 pages) by Rev. J. 
Mountain, D.D., entitled, British-Israel 
Truth Defended. We have a high regard 
for Dr. Mountain, but we find ourselves 
unable to transfer that regard to his book. 
Here are some of the reasons. 


Dr. Mountain’s Defense 


In the first place, he says “there are 
two restorations of Ephraim-Israel spoken 
of in the Old Testament.” By “Ephraim- 
Israel” he means the kingdom of the ten 
tribes only. And by “two restorations” 
he does not mean the one from Babylon 
(when Judah was restored) and the one 
at the end of the age when our Lord re- 
turns, but he means one in between these 
two. Furthermore, “restoration” does not 
mean restoration to Canaan or Palestine, 
but “they have no doubt,” he says, “after 
full investigation, that it was to be, and 
now is, the British Isles!” Restoration 
is the act of restoring a thing or a person 
to a former place or a former condition, 
but how Ephraim-Israel could be restored 
to her former ‘place, Palestine, by being 
located in the British Isles is not appar- 
ent to the average person. 

Nevertheless, says Dr. Mountain, “the 
first restoration”—he does not tell us just 
when or how it took place, but he is cer- 
tain that “the first restoration was to be 
that of Ephraim-Israel only, and was to 
involve a lengthy pilgrimage from Assyria, 
the land of their captivity to the appointed 
place.” It is “the firm belief of British- 
Israelites,” he goes on to say, that “this 
Appointed-Place-Restoration occurred cen- 
turies ago in the British Isles.” 


What or Where Is the “Wilderness”? 


Once more we ask, where conceivably, 
does this respected brother find any war- 
rant for such an opinion? His answer is 
that Old Testament phrase, “in the wilder- 
ness” (Isa. 42:10-12; Jer. 31:1, 2; Ezek. 
20 :34-37; Hos. 2:14-23). Those passages 


in sequence read thus: 


Isaiah: “Sing unto the Lord a new 
song... Let the wilderness and the 
cities thereof lift up their voice, the 
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villages that Kedar doth inhabit.” 
Jeremiah: “Thus saith the Lord, the 
people that were left of the sword 
found grace im the wilderness; even 
Israel, when I went to cause him to 
rest.” 

Ezekiel: “I will bring you into the 
wilderness of the people, and there will 
I plead with you face to face... And 
I will cause you to pass under the rod, 
and I will bring you into the bond of 
the covenant.” 

Hosea: “I will allure her, and bring 
her into the wilderness, and speak com- 
fortably unto her...I will say to 
them which were not my people, Thou 
art my people; and they shall say, Thou 
art my God.” 


Dr. Mountain would have us understand, 
and rightly, that “wilderness” must not be 
understood as a desert. Gesenius’ Lexicon, 
he reminds us, defines it as “an inhabited 
plain country, fit for feeding flocks; not 
desert, a pasture.” In this “wilderness,” 
Ephraim-Israel was to be restored to God’s 
favor and blessing and to find “grace” and 
“rest.” This was to be in “the latter days,” 
according to Jeremiah, which Dr. Moun- 
tain interprets to mean this gospel dis- 
pensation. They were to be brought “into 
the bond of the covenant,” according to 
Ezekiel, and this means that they would 
become “in a national sense, Christianized,” 
says Dr. Mountain. 

The most we can say in rebuttal is, that 
if that is what it means, then something 
like fifty years on our part of almost con- 
tinuous study of the prophecies of the Old 
and New Testaments has gone for nought. 
We must cast it into the discard and be- 
gin all over again. 

But happily for us, it cannot mean that. 


To speak first of Jeremiah’s words. Chap- 
ter 31, above quoted, is an integral part 
of the prophecy which begins with chap- 
ter 30, and in that chapter it is clear that 
by “the latter days” (30:24), he does not 
mean the Christian dispensation, but the 
post-tribulation period when both Israel 
and Judah, and not the ten tribes only, 
will be caused “to return to the land that 
I gave to their fathers, and they shall pos- 
sess it” (30:3). 

And turning to Ezekiel, in order to as- 
sure any unprejudiced mind that “the bond 
of the covenant” cannot mean Ephraim- 
Israel’s Christianization, it is only neces- 
sary to read the context beginning say, 
20:33 and continuing through verse 44. 
In other words, A. C. Gaebelein is un- 
doubtedly correct when in his comment 
on that passage he says, we read therein 
of Israel's “future punishment and also of 
the mercy in store for the believing rem- 
nant in the future restoration of which all 
the prophets have spoken. In the wilder- 
ness of the peoples, i.e., their dispersion 
among all the nations of the earth, God 
will plead with them and bring them un- 
der the rod. The rebels will be purged 
out from among them, and they (the reb- 
els) shall not enter into the promised land.” 

This view is confirmed and enlarged 
upon in British-Israelism Examined (pp. 
28-30). 


And What about the “Isles’’? 


But Dr. Mountain’s imagination knows 
no bounds. He tells us that when “we 
search the prophets we discover that the 
place called ‘the wilderness’ is associated 
with ‘islands.’” And we rejoice to believe, 
he continues, “that those islands are the 
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British Isles!” Did you ever! An en- 
thusiastic British-Israelite recently chal- 
lenged us, saying that evidently we had 
never read Dr. Mountain! Our reply was, 
that the reading of him alone would be 
sufficient to show the childishness of the 
British-Israel theory, and we think the 
above quotation justifies us in saying so. 

“Isle” or “Island” is found something 
like forty times in the Old Testament, but 
Young’s Analytical Concordance gives to 
it just one definition or translation, “sea 
coast.” Is the British Isles the only sea 
coast in the world? Davis’ Bible Diction- 
ary admits that the word sometimes means 
an island in the ordinary sense of the 
word, as for instance in Jeremiah 47 :4. But 
it goes on to show that at other times it 
means (1) habitable land as opposed to 
water (Isa. 42:15); (2) a maritime coun- 
try even when constituting part of a con- 
tinent (Isa. 20:6; 23:2, 6, and compare 
Gen. 10:5); and (3) the remotest regions 
of the earth and their inhabitants (Isa. 
41:5; Zeph. 2:11). 

To condense all these meanings into the 
British Isles is naive indeed. Mr. Wilkin- 
son happened to say that the word “isles” 
would not necessarily exclude the British 
Isles or any other, which is obvious, but 
Dr. Mountain seized on that admission of 
Mr. Wilkinson to declare that it largely 
discounted “the Scripture-section of his 
argument !” 

When an otherwise intelligent and well- 
meaning man calls that reasoning, it is 
time to close the book. 

Perhaps sufficient has been said on this 
subject for the present therefore, although 
there is more aplenty should there be call 
for it. 


Gideon—God-fearing, Man-fearless

HE desert sun beat down on Oph- 
rah, which lay in a valley sur- 
rounded by low hills. It was the 
time of harvest, though you could 
survey the countryside without sight of a 
single harvester. A marauding neigh- 
bor, the Midianites, had pillaged the coun- 
try, carrying away the year’s harvest. 
Gideon had evaded the robbers by stor- 
ing his sheaves in a wine press under an 
oak tree on a hill outside the village. 
With incredible labor and inconvenience 
he was threshing his grain within the con- 
fines of a wine vat. The burden of the 
heat was somewhat alleviated by the shade 
of the oak, but a heavier burden, his peo- 
ple’s sufferings at the hands of the Midi- 
anites, bore him down with unmitigated 
hopelessness. 


His Attention Arrested 


As he worked on, a message from Je- 
hovah arrested his attention. 

“O mighty man of valor, Jehovah is 
with you.” 

“Jehovah with us?” Gideon thrust the 
thought from him as a delusion. “How can 
it be that Jehovah is with us while we lie 
broken under the heel of the Midianites? 
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He was with Israel when they came out 
of Egypt, but not now. No, no; Jehovah 
has cast us off. He has delivered us into 
the hands of our enemies.” 

The hero and the coward were at war 
in the breast of Gideon. The hero spoke 
again with the voice of Jehovah. 


“Go in your strength and save Israel 


from the Midianites. I command you to 
go.” 

The coward demurred, feigning humility. 
“Who am I that I should do this? My 
family is the poorest in Manasseh, and I 


am the least in my father’s house.” 


The Coward Vanquished 

Jehovah said, “Be assured, I will be with 
you. You shall smite the Midianites to 
the last man.” 

The coward was vanquished; the hero 
won the day. At that moment there came 
into Gideon’s life a peace which can be 
bought only at the price of complete sur- 
render to Jehovah. 

Such an experience invests even the 
place and hour in which it comes with 
sacredness. How gladly we retrace the 
path which brings us where some great 
spiritual victory was won! What a joy 


to return in memory to the hour when life 
veered into alignment with the divine will! 

In this respect Gideon was like ourselves. 
He wanted to capture the high moment of 
inspiration and fix the new purpose se- 
curely in his life. Before the angel de- 
parted Gideon brought an offering, as was 
the custom in that day. At the close of 
the day’s work he knelt to worship in the 
place where Jehovah had called him. He 
gave the place a name, suggested by the 
experience which had transformed his life, 
Jehovah-Shalom: Jehovah is peace. 

One fine feature of Gideon’s inspiration 
was this: he did something about it. He 
was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision. Nor did he look afar for a task 
to which to set his hand. 

His home town, Ophrah, worshiped Baal, 
a fact which outraged the new vision Gid- 
eon had obtained. He thought upon this 
offense against Jehovah and determined 
what he would do. On a hill outside the 
town was an altar to Baal, and by it a 
pole. That very night Baal’s shrine should 
be destroyed. 

So while the city slept he and ten com- 
panions took a bullock to the hill, broke 
down Baal’s altar, built another to Jehovah, 
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cut down the pole, and with the wood 
burned the flesh of the bullock as an of- 
fering to Jehovah. Then these eleven 
handed themselves together to free their 
country from the Midianites and from Baal 
worship by the help of Jehovah. This 
done, they returned to their homes. 

A kidnapping in a modern town would 
not create so much excitement as prevailed 
in Ophrah next morning. 


“Who Has Done This?” 


Each asked of his neighbor who was the 
culprit. ‘‘The shrine of the god who pro- 
tects our city is destroyed. Some dire 
calamity will come upon us. The one who 
has destroyed Baal’s altar must die.” 

The people were thoroughly aroused. 


It soon became known that Gideon was: 


the author of the depredation. It was Gid- 
eons good fortune that his father was 
head man.of the town. The older man 
met the people’s clamor with good sense. 
“If Baal,” said he, “as you believe, is able 
to protect our city, let him protect his own 
honor. Let him take vengeance upon 
Gideon.” 

The suggestion appealed to the people. 
They were satisfied with the judgment 
thus pronounced upon Gideon, for they 
were sure that punishment would fall upon 
him in a moment. But to their amazement 
he did not die. In fact, his vigor seemed 
to increase. 

As a result, Baal suddenly fell into dis- 
favor. The people gave Gideon a nick- 
name, Jerubbaal, which means Baal-fight. 
That is to say, “There’s the man against 
whom Baal fought. Baal was not able to 
do him the slightest injury. We used to 
trust Baal to protect us. We know better 
now. Baal cannot even protect himself, 
much less our city. He is no god at all.” 
Gideon became a walking advertisement 
that Baal was worthless, that Jehovah 
alone was God. 

Up to this point, Gideon had given Je- 
hovah first place in his own life, then in 
the life of his town, and now he assumed 
a larger task. Jehovah should be first in 
Israel. In the strength of Jehovah he set 
out to drive the Midianites and their god, 
Baal, out of Israel. He sounded a call 
to arms which met with a large and im- 
mediate response. His band of ten grew 
into an army of thousands. 


Do Heroes Know Fear? 

I have sometimes wondered if heroes 
know what it is to fear? See them in ac- 
tion, and you are inclined to believe that 
they are utter strangers to the impulses of 
acoward. But do they, in the awful quiet 
preceding the battle, have to fight this 
demon that counsels flight? I am sure 
they do, and if they come upon the open 
feld with a dauntless air, it is because they 
come as victors in a fiercer fight, the fight 
against fear. 

The experience of Gideon corroborates 
this supposition. As the days brought him 
nearer to the final conflict with the enemy, 
doubts arose in his mind concerning the 
divine help of which he had been so confi- 
dent. He would put Jehovah to the test. 
He placed a fleece in the courtyard, ask- 
ing that Jehovah assure him of His help 
by making dew fall upon the fleece alone. 
The sortilege, radically changed, was re- 
ated the’ following night, with the re- 
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sult that Gideon’s confidence was strength- 
ened. 

Upon the eve of the battle Gideon again 
needed a firmer hold upon Jehovah. It 
was gained by an errand into the Midianite 
camp where Gideon heard a dreamer re- 
hearsing to his fellow a dream which had 
awakened him. In the dream a barley 
cake rolled down the hill, laying a Midian- 
ite tent flat upon the ground. The com- 
panion of the dreamer knew in a flash what 
it meant. “That barley cake,” he said, 
“is Gideon and his men. We are the tent. 
It is a message from the gods that we are 
to be defeated.” 

All this the eavesdropping Gideon heard 
as he listened outside the tent. Again his 
courage rose to heroic measure. 


Father and Child 

Was it a weakness in Gideon to ask for 
repeated assurances of God’s help? A 
little child’s adventure may give us light. 
A pastor had his office on the second floor 
in the rear of the church. It could be 
reached. by passing through four vacant 
rooms, a dark cubby-hole behind the pul- 
pit, up two flights of stairs, joined by an 
unlighted landing. His mother would send 
three-year-old Bobby to the study to call 
his father. As the little fellow passed 
from door to door through the dark and 
tortuous way he would call, 

“Daddy!” 

His father would answer, 

“Yes, Bobby.” 

The call and answer would be repeated 
no less than a dozen times ere the child 
reached his father. 

Did the father grow weary of it? Not 
at all. That little voice was music in 
his ears. He did not grow weary of 
speaking the word that kept up the cour- 
age of his son. There is something very 
beautiful in the power of a father’s voice 
to keep a child from being afraid in the 
dark. 

It is far more wonderful and beautiful 
when the Father is God and we are the 
children. God was not impatient with 
Gideon. It is not wrong to doubt. The 
hunger for certainty is no sin. God wel- 
comes the call of His children who would 
hear His voice in the dark. And be sure 
of it, He will find a way to strengthen the 
faith of those who call upon Him. 

Gideon finally entered the battle with 
less than one one-hundredth of his original 
army, a force of only three hundred men, 
whom he personally led in a night attack 
with complete success. 

When the grateful people flocked about 
him, determined to make him king, his 
response was characteristically heroic: 

“I will not be king over you, neither 
shall my son be king over you, but Jehovah 
shall be your king.” 

He refused to accept for himself the 
fruits of victory. 

Gideon made two great quests: one for 
the knowledge of God, the other for free- 
dom and justice. He was successful in 
both. 











Greek Word Studies 


Tenth Article of Series 
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“That Christ may dwell in your hearts” 
(Eph. 3:17). Paul prays that Christ may 
dwell in the hearts of the saints. This 
cannot refer to our Lord’s position in the 
saint, for that is a fact that accompanies 
regeneration. The word “dwell” must 
therefore refer to something else. It is 
translated from xaroxjoat, (katoikésat) 
a word made up of a verb which means 
“to dwell in,” and a preposition which in a 
local sense means “down.” The feminine 
noun of the same root refers to an inhab- 
ited edifice, and in some contexts, to the 
inmates or the family. The masculine 
noun of this root is used in Luke 9:61 to 
refer to those “at home in the house.” The 
verb thus means “to dwell in a certain 
place as your home.” The verb has to do 
with life in the home, the enjoyment of 
one’s home, comfort, rest, and blessed fel- 
lowship; in a word, feeling at home in the 
house in which one dwells. To be in a 
house is one thing. To dwell in a home is 
another. Thus the infinitive oixjaat 
(oikésai) in this context means “to dwell 
at home and thus feel at home.” The 
preposition xara (kata) prefixed to this in- 
finitive used in a perfective sense intensifies 
the meaning until we translate, “to feel 
completely at home.” This preposition in 
its local meaning of “down,” adds to the 
infinitive, “to settle down and feel com- 
pletely at home,” and the fact that we have 
the culminative aorist will round out the 
translation, “to finally settle down and feel 
completely at home.” 

Christ is an invited guest in every Chris- 
tian’s heart. Does He dwell in our hearts 
as His home? In other words, does He 
feel at home? Have we made Him feel 
at home? Does He have free access to 
every room in that home? Does He have 
the first place at the table? Is He our 
constant companion? Do we consult His 
wishes first? Is He made to feel that He 
is always a welcome companion in all our 
activities? Or is He made to dwell in just 
one bare attic room? Do we enjoy the 
company of someone else to the exclusion 
of His companionship most of the time? 
Are His wishes ever consulted? Do we 
seek to please ourselves rather than Him? 
Just what place does He occupy in our 
hearts? When we make Him Lord of 
our lives, when we put Him first in every- 
thing, then this invited Guest from heaven’s 
royalty, finally settles down in our hearts 
and feels completely at home. But how 
can we do that, you ask? The answer is 
simple. Be constantly filled with the 
Spirit. The Spirit-filled life brings the 
saint into such relationship to this invited 
Guest, that He feels constantly at home 
in our hearts. And the Spirit-filled life 
is a fact in the life of every child of God 
wholly yielded to Him. “Strengthened 
with might by his Spirit in the inner man, 
that Christ may dwell in your hearts.”

covered we were there. There was nothing 
to do but to climb out of the hay and go 
to the chapel and preach to them.

The first service 
started at 8 a.m., and closed at 1 pP.m., 
with a few hundred converts. There were 
other meetings in the afternoon and eve- 
ning. 


What a Picture! 


“Later on, early on a Sunday morning, ° 


we went to the village of Ondrianki, find- 
ing a stream of people coming from every- 
where. Not only the hall but the village 
was crowded with folk. There was no 
building large enough for the meeting. In 
a case like this the government was good 
enough to permit us to have-an open air 
meeting. A large tent to accommodate 
three to five thousand people would have 
been a great blessing, but no one in Amer- 
ica has as yet responded to our suggestion 
in this direction. We had meetings in the 
open air all day Sunday and again on Mon- 
day. This is the section where one of our 
preachers walked through the severe cold 
and snow from village to village, and be- 
cause he had no shoes or boots, but only 
sandals made of bark, he lost his feet. They 
were frozen and amputation was necessary. 
He came to this meeting on crutches and 
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stood by the pulpit. His sermon was big 
and powerful because he had sacrificed so 
much for Christ. 

“We had nearly four thousand people 
there. Some had walked as much as eighty 
miles. More than 80 per cent of them had 
an opportunity to hear the gospel for the 
first time. When I asked as many as would 
accept the Saviour to kneel down, I found 
them all on their knees in the mud, on 
rocks, and in the sand, reverently and 
earnestly hungry in their hearts for Christ 
the Redeemer. 


Listening in Relays 

“Brother Jerzy Sacewicz and myself 
started for Wilno State. We rode for 
eighteen hours, third class, in what was 
virtually a freight car. Arriving at Wilno, 
we rented for $4.00 a theatrical auditorium. 
I wish we could have taken the seats out 
so as to get more than five hundred people 
into the service. 

“We preached for three hours, and then 
in a kind way requested the audience of 
city people to leave and not return for the 
afternoon meeting. They were quite of- 
fended at being asked 
to stay away, and 
exclaimed, “Why 
don’t you want us to 
come? Is the gospel 
not free for all?” 
When I explained to 
them that there were 
many waiting out- 
side who had not 
heard the gospel be- 
fore, they were very 
kind and promised 
to remain at home 
in the afternoon, 
leaving the hall for 
the people who had 
come from the sur- 
rounding villages. 

“In the evening, though we had held two 
services already, Brother Sacewicz and I 
had to preach two sermons each, both in- 
side and outside of the theater, and it was 
about midnight when we started to serve 
the communion which our missionary had 
arranged for. Having but one plate and 
one cup, it was four in the morning before 
all had been served.”

KOREA’S FEAST OF TRUMPETS 

The Lord’s people the world around have 
rejoiced with the Church in Korea in the 
celebration of 1934 as their Year of Jubilee. 
The first Christian missionary arrived in 
that land in 1884, just fifty years ago. The 
story of Korea since that date has been full 
of major thrills, not the least of which 
have had to do with the procession of the 
evangel amidst storms and stress that have 
rocked the whole Orient. 

The November issue of the Pyengyang 
News is devoted almost entirely to reports 
of the celebrations, particularly the doings 
of our Presbyterian friends. “The Gen- 
eral Assembly held its great celebration 
September 9, 10 with music and speeches 
appropriate to the occasion. In connection 
with that celebration Mr. J. Y. Crothers, of 
Andong station, made the most interesting 
discovery that the day on which Dr. H. N. 
Allen, the first resident missionary in 
Korea, landed fifty years ago, was by the 
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Jewish calendar the Feast of Trumpets. He 
also discovered that Sunday, September 9, 
of this year was again the Feast of 
Trumpets, just rounding out fifty Jewish 
years to a day. 

“To celebrate this year’s great Feast of 
Trumpets, since no building in the city 
could hold those who wished to attend, an 
open air meeting with loud speakers far 
down the field was arranged. The nineteen 
city churches all omitted their Sunday 
afternoon preaching service so that the be- 
lievers might join with the Assembly mem- 
bers in the great celebration. Fully 12,000 
people assembled on the college campus 
around a raised platform and listened to the 
interesting exercises. At the end of the 
service the whole audience went out and 
paraded the city with banners and flags 
flying, moderators and past moderators of 
the Assembly leading the way. Some tens 
of thousands of special sheet tracts had 
been prepared and were distributed to those 
who came out to view the procession. 
Scores of personal workers tried to make 
the tracts effective by special words of 


exhortation. 
* *k * 


“Fitting in with the general celebrations 
was held the first quadrennial convention 
of the National Christian Endeavor Union, 
September 1-6. The 2,157 registered dele- 
gates so far exceeded the number expected 
that a second edition of programs, song 
books and badges had to be hastily issued. 
One of the largest delegations in propor- 
tion to the churches represented came from 
the most northern province. One delegate 
came from more than a hundred miles be- 
yond Harbin in Manchuria. 

“The main sessions of the convention 
were attended by some four to five thou- 
sand people who filled the gymnasium of 
the Union Christian College, sitting on the 
floor according to Korean custom. 

“The convention communion service was 
conducted at six o'clock Sunday morning 
by Dr. Charles Allen Clark. It is esti- 
mated that about 2,000 took part in this 
very impressive service—the largest of the 
kind ever held in Korea. The presence of 
Christ was very real.”

Apparently they are blind 
to the fact that these changes are but the 
Precursors of a continent-wide political 
movement that will assuredly close the 
doors on foreign agents of any and all re- 
ligious creeds. Not only so, but the danger 
IS immunent.

American republics, if the missionaries were 
withdrawn at the present time, the work 
would fall to pieces for want of support

National Leadership Lacking 


“The laws restricting foreigners from the 
exercise of religion apply not only to 
American or English missionaries, but 
equally to every other nationality. Thus a 
Nicaraguan is a foreigner in Costa Rica 
and a Costa Rican is a foreigner in Pana- 
ma. For this reason it is urgent that every 
country shall have its own quota of trained 
national preachers to take care of the evan- 
gelical cause in the event of restrictive laws 
being put into force. 

“Quite apart from any laws that may 
prevent foreigners from preaching and 
teaching religion, from every point of view 
the national preacher is the man who can 
do it best. He has the approach to his own 
people which a foreign missionary rarely 
acquires because of language and racial 
difficulties. 

“In this problem of national leadership, 
not only is the maintenance of the existing 
work involved, but even in greater measure 
the evangelization of the many millions who 
have never heard the gospel. Who will do 
this work? The foreign missionary? Im- 
possible, for many reasons. 

“These facts have not been recorded for 
the sake of making a sensation. Missionary 
work in Latin America is facing a crisis 
which threatens its future.” 





NEW MOHAMMEDAN STATE 


Chinese Turkestan is a potentially rich 
land commanding the trade routes that con- 
nect India, Russia, Mongolia, Tibet and 
China. It has a large Chinese Mohamme- 
dan population. General Ma has now de- 
clared the state independent of China and 
given it the name of Islamistan (the realm 
of Islam).

A NEW MOVEMENT IN PALESTINE 


In an interesting letter from Moses Im- 
manuel Ben-Maeir, a Hebrew Christian 
missionary in Palestine, we find the follow- 
ing significant paragraph: 

“In closing, let me give you some in- 
formation concerning a movement in Jewry 
whose aim is to hinder missionary en- 
deavor. Its name is ‘Merkaz.’ It has ex- 
isted for the last two years, but recently 
has become very aggressive. Its members 
proclaim that sending children to Christian 
schools, attending missionary clubs, clinics, 
and evening schools are nothing less than 
treason against the Jewish national home. 
Such proclamations frighten very many 
away from missions and Christian institu- 
tions. So far medical and educational mis- 
sions still have a large attendance of Jews, 
but how long this will continue one cannot 
tell. Hitherto the Merkaz has dealt leni- 
ently with such Jews, but now it threatens 
to use hard measures against them. Let 
us pray that the fear of God may influence 
the people more than the fear of Merkaz, 
and that missionaries may use to the full 
their present opportunities while they last.” 





SOME TIDINGS FROM AFRICA 

Three and one half years ago the site 
of our leper work was in the bush, covered 
with tropical grass eight feet high, and 
trees and ant-hills—a jungle. Today on 
this site stands a clean, happy village cov- 
ering one hundred and ten acres, caring for 
440 lepers, with eight orderly streets, and 
in the center a four-room dispensary, a fine 
church seating 800 people, and a fgur-room 
school unit. Our church bell rings out 
over hill and valley, telling of the new hope 
and life that has come to these people; 
truly a miracle that only God can do for 
them and for us. Many more are waiting 
to be admitted. We thank God for the 
mission to lepers that has, in God’s good 
providence, made all this possible—Dr. E. 
R. Kellersberger.

There are many notes of praise to be 
struck in this letter. First, we would like 
you to praise God with us for His blessing 
at our native conference held last month. 
There were 322 delegates from twelve 
different tribes, aside from the Christians 
who attended from our local community. 
There was a spirit of much earnest seeking 
after God, and the messages seemed to go 
home to the heart. The last two days the 
Holy Spirit was specially in our midst and 
many souls were blessed. And the Lord 
answered prayer very definitely about the 
provision for food. Some of the delegates 
walked over 200 miles, and others came by 
bicycle over 300 miles. A few came from 
Goli, who, not speaking the trade language 
of Congo, could not understand all that 
was said in the meetings; but some of the 
same tribe who live in Congo translated 
the messages in the evenings, and their 
faces showed that they had received their 
share of the blessing. It did us-all good 
to see the glory of the Lord shining through 
some of those black faces—Lucy McCord 
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One day last week a baby girl was born 
in the home of our Mohammedan neighbor. 
According to the native custom of the 
Hausa people, on the eighth day the baby 
received its name. Just at sunrise the peo- 
ple began to gather. Because of our neigh- 
bor’s prominence a large number of guests 
arrived, all the men lining both sides of the 
street for about half a city block and all 
the women inside the compound. When 
everything was ready, the leading Moslem 
teacher of the town proceeded to lead the 
ceremony of conferring the name. He took 
up a copy of a Koran and opened it at 
random. The first name he saw was the 
name chosen. He of course had been in- 
formed beforehand whether the child was 
a boy or a girl, and made a selection ac- 
cordingly. This little lady’s name hap- 
pened to be Fatima. 

All day long women of the town came to 
salute and pay their respects. My wife 
went in to pay her regards to the family 
and presented the young mother with a 
string of Woolworth beads, with which 
she was much delighted. 

And then just at sunset down the street 
came the town drummers beating out an 
ear splitting rhythm to the accompaniment 
of the chatter and laughter of the crowd of 
women who followed. They were coming 
with a big calabash full of food, which the 
husband of the young mother was sending 
to her, that she might eat and grow fat! 
You see, it is the heavy-weights who are 
in‘style out here. The women in the pro- 
cession keep step with the beating of the 
drum, dancing with long cornstalks in their 
hands. It is announced that any thin 
woman who wants to get fat should indi- 
cate this desire by coming forward and 
receiving a cornstalk from the hand of one 
of the dancers. A certain thin lady having 
responded to this invitation, amidst much 
shouting and applause, she then lies down 
on the ground while a fat woman is selected 
to sit on top of her, bearing down hard, 
with the hope that the thin one may thus 
be widened out and assisted in getting fat. 
—Edward Morrow.

these which fall asleep, and experience in 
their own hearts “the comfort of the Holy 
Ghost.” What a difference it all makes! 

The reaction of the general public, includ- 
ing not a few nominal church people, may 
be summarized by the interrogation, “What 
is the use of wasting valuable lives in try- 
ing to force Christianity upon people who 
already have their own religion?” The 
mere uttering of such a question implies 
a pitiful ignorance of the very genius of 
that which we call Christianity. The great 
facts and principles of our Christian faith 
are linked up with the eternal purpose 
and plan of God, as disclosed through the 
revelation of His Son our Saviour. The 
carrying out of His commission to evange- 
lize the whole world—every nation and ev- 
ery creature—involves a conflict with the 
powers of darkness, that rages primarily 
in the realm of the spiritual, but none the 
less real or violent in the sphere of the 
physical. In sending out His disciples to 
go into all the world, our Lord left them 
in no doubt as to what they would encoun- 
ter in the way of opposition, hatred, per- 


Our Lord Himself suffered a violent death 
at the hands of men who hated Him for 
His very God-likeness. And shall the 
servants fare better than their master? 


Crosses of Red 


From the very first year of the Christian 
Church the story of its faithful witness to 
a pagan world is like a manuscript illum- 
inated with sacred blood. History tells 
us that during the first three centuries no 
less than 11,000,000 followers of Jesus 
Christ suffered death at the hands of Ro- 
man persecutors. In the forests of pagan 
Europe, in India or China, or before the 
onrush of fanatical Moslem hordes, count- 
less thousands died under the executioner’s 
sword rather than deny their Lord. And 
the story of modern missions is but another 
chapter in the relentless conflict. To mark 
the martyrdoms of only the past century 
on a map of the missionary world with 
crosses of red would present a picture of 
startling significance. Not a single field 
has been occupied without the price of 
suffering, while some territories have been 
literally bathed in blood. 

Like a multitude who trod the way of 
faith before them. John and Elisabeth 
Stam bowed their necks to the slayer’s 
sword with the vision of glory breaking 
before their eyes. Betty’s favorite text was, 
“For me to live is Christ; to die is gain.” 
From that sordid scene in a lonely hamlet 
their souls took flight, up through ranks 
of wondering angels, straight to the glor- 
ious presence of their exalted Redeemer 
and Lord, “standing on the right hand of 
God.” For them the conflict was short; 
their labors are over. But the blood of 
the martyrs has ever been the seed of the 
Church. So it will prove on this occasion. 
When the Church is courted and flattered 
by the world she becomes effeminate and 
spineless; but the fires of persecution 
quickly bring purity, fidelity and courage. 
Will not the youth of the Church here 
in the homeland feel the thrill of an hour 
like this, when challenge and call ring 
so clearly from that ripened harvest field 
in China? The world will be watching to 
see how much of the spirit of the mar- 
tyred hosts has fallen upon the Church of 
this ease-seeking generation. And so will 
the innumerable cloud of witnesses in the 
glory-land.

They want plain, 
unadulterated preaching of the gospel with- 
out fuss, and with but few illustrations or 
sensational stories, sermons which touch 
their daily lives, practical messages show- 
ing them how to live the Christ life in this 
money-mad world of today. They want 
Christ presented as a Redeemer, not just as 
an example; they want His blood set forth 
as the only remedy for sin and the sinner. 
They know there is a hell and that people 
go there; so they do not want sin “sugar- 
coated” and hell left out of the sermons. 
More than one expressed surprise that so 
few pastors ever preach on the “second 
coming” of Christ. They said that if the 
early Church was admonished to look for 
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His appearing, then surely we who live 
nineteen hundred years nearer it should be 
much more concerned...... A prominent 
lawyer said he did not go to church to 
learn history, philosophy, current events, 
or modern theories; he could get these 
from other sources. He went to get help 
and strength to make his daily living con- 
form to the standard Christ left for the 
Church.—Christian Observer 





VICTORY BY SUBTRACTION 

In the material realm victory is by addi- 
tion or multiplication. But spiritual vic- 
tory is first by subtraction or division. So 
far as the world is able to see, Napoleon 
was right when he said God is always on 
the side of the most powerful cannon. But 
elements other than the strongest cannon 
determined the issue at Moscow. 

In the mathematics of heaven one shal! 
chase a thousand, and two will put ten 
thousand to flight (Deut. 32:30), and 
(Matt. 18:19), “If two of you shall agree,” 
etc. Unity is essential 
to Christian victory, 
but it is a unity based 
upon quality, not upon 
quantity. Instead of be- 
ing an element of 
strength, numbers often 
become a condition of 
failure, when the pur- 
poses of God enter into 
the equation. 

Those who dream of 
spiritual conquest by 
church union do not get 
their strategy from God, 
but from the world. Nor 
can those who trust in 
numbers or ,denomina- 
tional solidarity by these 
achieve genuine spirit- 
ual progress. The first 
condition is not by 
might nor power, but 
“by my Spirit, saith the 
Lord.” Spiritual success 
does not result from 
even our best, but from 
consuming zeal to know 
the will of God and to 
obey Him. Large num- 
bers, materialistic con- 
cepts of sufficiency, are 
not harbingers of spirit- 
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‘ual victory. They are, rather, a temptation 


to men to forget God and rely upon them- 
selves. They are often a foretoken of 
spiritual disaster. 

Are we planning for victories on the 
basis of our wisdom and plans? or our 
numbers and prestige? Let us not do so, 
for God will behold our self-sufficiency and 
lack of faith, and will bring our pride and 
unbelief into confusion. Unionistic pre- 
dilections, vast relative increase of em- 
phasis upon organization, increased relative 
emphasis upon institutionalism—values that 
may be good in themselves—become a 
snare when in our hearts we allow them 
to become the real basis of our confidence. 
—Western Recorder 





CHRISTIAN UNITY 
In America Christians have subdivided 
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to excess, the smaller bodies in many in- 
stances being separated by relatively un- 
important details. But 75 per cent of all 
Protestants are found in five large denom- 
inations which differ markedly over cer- 
tain important doctrines and in forms of 
church government, and 15 per cent more 
belong to less than twenty other bodies. 
Happily denominations are not antagoniz- 
ing one another but helpfully co-operate 
with as much unity of spirit as their con- 
scientious differences permit. However, 
for an organic union that would embrace 
all cMurches and denominations, we find no 
warrant or prospect, in view of the di- 
versities in human nature and the privilege 
and duty of every individual to study the 
Bible for himself and make direct and per- 
soual approach to God through Christ. 
Accordingly we neither work nor pray for 
unification, believing it not scriptural or 
desirable or possible in this life. Increase 
of unity among denominations is a prac- 
ticable goal, but to labor for actual union 
on a wide scale is a waste of time and 
effort—Harry E. Safford, in the Boston 
Evening Transcript 





A NATION’S DUTY DECLARED 

In the text of the decision on the Com- 
pulsory Military Training case before the 
Supreme Court in Washington, Justice 
Pierce Butler declared: “Government, fed- 
eral and state, each in its own sphere, owes 
a duty to the people within its jurisdiction 
to preserve itself in adequate strength to 
maintain peace and order and to assure the 
just enforcement of law. And every citizen 
owes the reciprocal duty, according to his 
capacity, to support and defend govern- 
ment against all enemies.” 

Justice Cordoza added the further word 
that if this principle of allowing the in- 
dividual to be the arbiter in such matters 
were carried on, he might just as reason- 
ably elect to withhold his taxes on the plea 
that he did not approve of the purpose for 
which they were to be expended.—The 
Presbyterian

JEWS PREPARE FOR PALESTINE 
LIFE 


Tens of thousands of Polish Jews are to- 
day preparing for life in Palestine. Last 
summer thousands of Jewish boys and girls 
left Warsaw and other Polish cities to 
work on estates and farms to study farm- 
ing and to build muscle and endurance. A 
few seasons of such farm work entitles 
them to a certificate from their employer 
stating they are acquainted with farm work. 
This certificate makes one a “Halutzi”’—a 
farm hand—and allows application to one 
of the Jewish organizations promoting 
Palestine immigration. The applicant must 
wait his turn for a visa. 

The Polish government is doing what it 
can to aid Jewish immigration. Passengers 
and freight traffic between Poland and 
Palestine is developing and a Polish steam- 
ship company operates a 15,000 ton liner 
between the Rumanian port of Constanza 
on the Black Sea to Haifa and other Pales- 
tine ports. Polish is fast becoming an im- 
portant language in Palestine, and Polish 
Jews have invested millions of dollars in 
developing the land which Poland hopes 
some day may become a semi-colony. 


Press Offers News 


The Polish press publishes much news 
from Palestine and several important news- 


papers maintain correspondents there. Some 
report that if it were not for rigid immi- 
gration quotas fixed by the British govern- 
ment Palestine would be flooded by half a 
million immigrants from Poland, Lithuania, 
Latvia, and central European countries 
where Zionist organizations have enormous 
memberships. 

In the Nass Preglad, the largest Jewish 
daily in Poland, Samuel Zuchowicki, a 
member of the board of the Keren Kajmet 
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society which buys land for Jewish settle- 
ments in Palestine, reports that although 
70,000 Jews are expected to settle in Pales- 
tine next year, this number will not be 
sufficient to meet the needs of Palestine 
Jewish agriculture. 


Shortage of Houses 


“At present Jewish farmers are employ- 
ing two Arab farm hands for every Jew, 
and while it is true that the Arabs are bet- 
ter and cheaper workers, still in case some 
new conflict arises the position of the Jew- 
ish farmers surrounded by Arab workers 
will be perilous,” he declared. “There is 
also a serious housing shortage in Pales- 
tine. Palestine now has a building boom 
which will continue for some years. Build- 
ing laborers are also needed. 

“Jewish immigrants have invested ap- 
proximately $70,000,000 in Palestine and 
many new industries have been created. 
Palestine’s towns are becoming more pros- 
perous,” Zuchowicki said—Chicago Daily 
Tribune 





ASTROLOGY A SURVIVAL OF 
PAGAN BELIEFS 

The idea that the heavenly bodies guide 
the destinies of man, is just a lot of 
“hooey,” a survival of Pagan beliefs and 
superstition, based on the mysterious, which 
gullible individuals are too prone to ac- 
cept as fact. 

We have this opinion from no less au- 
thority than Dr. C. A. Chant, professor of 
Astro-physics at the University of Toronto, 
regarded as one of the world’s leaders in 
this branch of the sciences. 

The professor, who has devoted most of 
his life to the study of the mysteries of 
the universe, has no time for superstition, 
declaring that luck, chance, fate, or what- 
ever you choose to call it, is not governed 
by remote control from the stars, but, 
rather, part of human experience, which, 
he said, was just as baffling as some of 
the mysteries which cropped up in the 
field of astro-physics. 

“I have no hesitation in saying that at 
least 90 per cent of astronomers have 
reached the conclusion that the universe is 
not the result of any blind law, but is reg- 
ulated by some great intelligence, force,

PARABLE OF THE TALENTS 
E.J.D. 

Question: In what is known as the 
Parable of the Talents (Matt. 25) the 
man is represented as giving gifts to his 
own servants before taking his departure. 
Upon his return he condemns the unprof- 
itable servant and orders him to be cast 
into outer darkness. Since these talents 
represent spiritual gifts and the one talent 
was taken away, our question is: If 
spiritual gifts and understanding are given 
only to those who are born of the Holy 
Spirit, then cannot one who has salvation 
afterwards lose it? 

Answer: Our reply is first, that the 
question is based upon unfounded assump- 
tions. How does the questioner know that 
these talents represent spiritual gifts im- 
parted by the Holy Spirit? Is not the 
phrase, “He delivered to them his goods,” 
suggestive of material things rather than 
spiritual? In the second place, nothing in 
the record indicates that these servants had 
experienced salvation, which of course must 
be possessed before it can be lost. In the 
third place, the term “servant” has a wider 
application than to Christians. The fact 
is, this passage cannot be understood if we 
insist upon applying it to the Church. The 
entire context forbids this. Chapters 24 
and 25 are a unit, and hence should be 
considered together. The period of the 
return of this lord, after journeying into 
a far country, corresponds to the return of 
the Son of man (24:27-30) and the Bride- 
groom (25:5, 6). It follows the Great 
Tribulation, and will be a time of judg- 
ments and rewards for those then dwelling 
upon the earth. The wise and the foolish 
virgins will be dealt with, also the faith- 
ful and the unfaithful servants. But the 
Church is not included in either group, for 
the Church will have been translated prior 
to this tribulation period and will return 
with Christ when He comes in power and 


glory.

When the covenant was made 
between Laban and Jacob, the pillar of 
stones was intended to be a witness to the 
fact.

This is the significance of the 
appeal to Him. The word “Mizpah” means 
the “watch-tower,” and in the Mizpah 
benediction is properly used as a prayer if 
we ignore the context and the covenant 
significance.

Question: What is the meaning of 
I Timothy 5:8? 

Answer: The reference describes a 
person who evidently never was born again 
and hence never had the love of God in 
his heart. He does not love even those 
of his own household sufficiently to pro- 
vide for them. “Worse than an infidel,” 
“worse” in the sense, probably, that since 
this man has lived among Christians, and 
enjoyed Christian example and _ fellow- 
ship, he is more to blame than one who 
has walked in darkness. 





THE WORD OF GOD

Question: I have been making a study 
of the word “logos.” In the light of Acts 
17:11 is it not true that the Scriptures are 
not themselves the Word of God, but mere- 
ly contain the Word of God? 


Answer: Logos, or word, may be 
either spoken or written. In the passage 
mentioned it refers, as you state, to the 
Scriptures of the Old Testament, which 
was the Bible of these Bereans. Being 
sincere seekers after the truth they re- 
ceived the Word (logos) spoken by Paul. 
Instead of rejecting it, they open-mindedly 
compared it with their written Word to 
see whether the message of Paul was true. 
The search convinced many that the 


spoken Word harmonized with the written. 


Word, and hence possessed equal authority. 
“Many therefore believed” (v. 12). The 
New Testament canon was not yet in exist- 
ence. Every Scripture is inspired of God, 
and not only contains, but is the Word of 
God. No theory of inspiration is adequate 
that does not hold this. 





GOD’S WAY OF SALVATION

Question: What is the explanation of 
I Corinthians 1 :26-30? 
Answer: This passage clearly sets 


aside all human merit in the matter of 
one’s effectual “calling,” or salvation. 
What men rely upon, their wisdom, might, 
and nobility, cannot save them. In the 
wisdom of God men are saved by the fool- 
ishness of preaching (vv. 21-23) because 


the gospel is the power of God unto sal- 
vation (Rom. 1:16). Why? (1) That no 
flesh should glory; and (2) that we who 
are saved should glory only in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who has been made unto us wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctification, and 
redemption (vv. 29-31). 





BIBLE TRANSLATIONS 
J.A.R., Sibley, Iowa. 


Question: Who first translated the 
Bible from the Hebrew and the Greek? 


Answer: The first complete transla- 
tion of the Old Testament is known as the 
Septuagint, the date of which is uncertain, 
but probably in the second or third cen- 
tury B.C. The name of this Old Testa- 
ment version is based upon the tradition 
that it was made by seventy men specially 
chosen for the task. It was made in the 
city of Alexandria by Greek-speaking 
Jews. This practically was the Old Testa- 
ment Bible of the early Church. The most 
important Latin translation of the Bible 
is known as the Vulgate, made by Jerome 
toward the close of the fourth century 
A.D. But an older version, known as the 
Old Latin, is thought to date back to the 
middle of the second century. Nobody 
knows who made this translation. It is of 
great importance because it reveals the 
existence of the New Testament in the 
Greek originals at that early date.

Question: Since sins against Jesus 
may be forgiven, why not sin against the 
Holy Spirit, since God the Father, Son, 
and Holy Spirit are one God (Matt. 12:31, 
32)? . 

Answer: While the unity of the God- 
head is taught in the Bible, it is also true 
that there are three persons in that unique 
oneness. Since the deity of Christ was 
veiled in human form, there was some 
excuse that men should deny Him and 
speak against Him, beholding no more than 
a perfect man. This was peculiarly true 
of the Jews, who were looking only for 
a kingly Messiah. Not that the officials 
of the nation were irresponsible for having 
put Him to death, but the prayer upon the 
cross, “Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do,” seems to extend 
forgiveness to those who had taken part in 
the execution through ignorance (Luke 
23:32). This may refer only to Roman 
soldiers. But the sin of blasphemy against 
the Holy Spirit is of an entirely different 
kind. This is a sin committed in the full 
blaze of the knowledge of Christ made 
clear to the heart and conscience by the 
personal illumination of the Holy Spirit. 
For a person to deny Christ, or to speak 
against Him under such enlightenment, is 
to be guilty of an eternal sin (Mark 3:29, 
30). For if we sin wilfully after having 
received a knowledge of the truth, rejecting 
the only sacrifice for sin, there is nothing to 
look forward to except a just and inescap- 
able judgment (Heb. 10:26, 27). 





RETARDING ONE’S RESTORATION 
E.D.,° Belfast, Me. 


Question: How can one be certain of 
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his salvation in the light of Hebrews 
6:4-6? 

Answer: This passage gives more 
trouble to certain Christians than any other 
we know. It speaks of those who have 
fallen away, whom it is impossible to re- 
new unto repentance (vv. 4, 6), because 
crucifying unto themselves afresh the Son 
of God. The crucifixion itself never can 
be repeated. The thought seems to be 
that so far as these people themselves were 
concerned, they temporarily denied Christ 
and put Him to public shame by their 
faithless lives. Now this is the point: 
Just so long as they continue in wilful 
sin it is impossible to renew them unto 
repentance. They must first be made to 
see their sin before they will repent. If 
only, and when, they will see their sin 
and repent, God will forgive (I John 1:9). 
That the people whom Paul had in mind 
were not lost was the apostle’s own be- 
lief. Verses 7 and 8 portray the end of 
the lost. “But, beloved, we are persuaded 
better things of you, and things which 
accompany salvation” (v. 9): Such was 
Paul’s own conviction. 





INHERENT AUTHORITY 
W.E.K., Akron, Ohio. 

Question: Are teachers and preachers 
today speaking with authority, as Christ 
did, or by authority? 

Answer: When one speaks with au- 
thority he generally, if not always, speaks 
from first-hand and full knowledge. When 
such a person speaks, his words impress his 
hearers that he knows what he is talking 
about. This was the recognized difference 
between Jesus and the scribes (Matt. 7:29). 
This difference was apparent even to the 
common people. The scribes could quote 
Scripture or appeal to the great teachers 
of their own race, but Jesus spoke with 
authority from Himself, because He who 
gave the law and the prophets was greater 
than either. He could speak and teach as 
God. The only authority preachers of to- 
day possess resides in the divine message 
taken from the inspired Word and em- 
powered by the Holy Spirit. When they 
appeal to philosophy or to science, or still 
worse express their own opinions, they do 
not impress their hearers as speaking with 
the authority of the truth. Teachers and 
preachers lack power and authority when- 
ever God does not speak through them. 
Truth has an appeal all its own. 





SALVATION OF INFANTS 
H.S., Palatine, Il, 


Questions: What does the Bible teach 
concerning the moral condition of children 
before the age of accountability? How can 
they be saved without believing, and how 
can they believe without having any un- 
derstanding? Paul says that faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the Word of 
God. This rules out infants. Are they 
saved by being baptized? 

Answers: The Bible teaches that in- 
fants inherit the sinful Adamic nature 
(Ps. 51:5; Rom. 5:14, 24; Eph. 2:3). But 
as infants they have committed no wilful 
and personal sins, hence have no personal 
guilt. However, because of the unity of 
the race, all being descendants of Adam, 
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they are born in a lost condition. Since 
infants are not old enough to exercise a 
saving faith in Christ, they are saved by 
grace, apart from any personal knowledge 
or faith. As has been well said, they in- 
herited no personal corruption from Adam 
through any act or merit of their own; 
likewise salvation is provided for them in 
Christ apart from any personal act of faith 
on their part. For this we have no specific 
Scripture, but the following passages are 
reassuring: Romans 5:14, 18-21; Matthew 
18:14; 19:14.

If you 
imagine that eternal lite depends not alone 
upon the regenerative work of God, but 
must be perfected by your own self-efforts 
or good works, you fall into the same er- 
ror as the Galatian Christians to whom 
Paul wrote, “O foolish Galatians, who 
hath bewitched you, that ye should not 
obey the truth? . . . Having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh?” (3:1, 3). If saved at all, we are 
saved solely by faith (vv. 5, 6). But of 
course we should give evidence of our 
faith and of our possession of eternal life 
by continuing in the faith; for some de- 
part from the faith and become apostates. 
John says, “They went out from us, be- 
cause they were not of us” (I John 2:19). 





SPIRITUAL RE-BIRTH AND DEATH 
A.W.P., Moline, IIl. 

Questions: (1) Can a person be born 
more than once spiritually? (2) Is it not 
possible to die spiritually as well as natur- 
ally, and come to life again? 

Answers: (1) Not in the Bible sense 
of regeneration which is the result of a 
creative act of God whereby we become 
partakers of the divine nature. A person 
can no more be spiritually re-born than he 
can physically. (2) As the natural 
descendants of Adam we already are spirit- 
ually dead (Eph. 2:1-6). After believers 
are quickened by God and given eternal 
life, it is impossible thereafter to die spirit- 
ually. “Eternal life’ does not mean a tem- 
porary life. 





UNANSWERED PRAYER

Questions: (1) Why do people dis- 
believe in answers to prayer? (2) Why 
are so few prayers actually answered? 

Answers: (1) The chief reason is that 
they do not know and believe what the 
Bible teaches about prayer. A second rea- 
son is that their own prayers have been 
unanswered. (2) Because of self-centered 
and selfish praying (James 4:3). Because 
the thing asked for is not according to the 
will of God (Matt. 7:10; I John 5:14). 
Because the prayer is insincere (Matt. 
6:6, 8). Because not asked in the name 
(in the person) of Jesus Christ (John 16: 
23, 24, 26). Because the prayer was not in 
the Spirit (Eph. 6:18; Jude 20). The 
wonder is, rather, that so many prayers are 
answered.

February 10 
Peter Preaches at Pentecost 
Acts 2:22-28, 36-42 

Golden Text:—Then Peter said unto 
them, “Repent, and be baptized every one 
cf you in the name of Jesus Christ for the 
remission of sins, and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost.—Acts 2:38. 

In teaching this lesson it is essential that 
the full meaning of Pentecost be appre- 
hended. It is desirable, therefore, that the 
eutire second chapter of Acts be brought 
into view. Peter’s preaching at Pentecost 
needs the perspective of Pentecost in order 
to be properly understood. 

I. The Day of Pentecost Fully 
Come (vv. 1-13). 

1. The Significance of the Day (v. 1). 

Pentecost is from a Greek word mean- 
ing fifty. It was the feast held fifty days 
after the wave sheaf offering (Lev. 23:16). 
The wave sheaf typifies the resurrection 
of Christ (I Cor. 15:20-23). In the Pente- 
costal feast two wave loaves were to be 
offered (Lev. 23:17), signifying the com- 
ing together of Jews and Gentiles into the 
one body, the Church. 

2. The Gift of the 
(vv. 2-4). 

On this day the Holy Spirit descended 
upon the disciples. This does not mean 
that the Spirit was not in the world be- 
fore this, for throughout all the ages He 
has been in the world giving light and life 
to it. It signified that from that time forth 
He would work on a new basis, having the 
crucified, risen and ascended Christ to pre- 
sent to the world. 

3. The Recipients of the Spirit (v. 1; 
cf. 1213-15). 

The twelve and others, both men and 
women, to the number of one hundred and 
twenty, show that the gift of the Holy 
Spirit was for all believers, not merely the 
apostles. It was the divine purpose that all 
saved people should be Christ’s witnesses 
in this age. It was for this “promise of 
the Father” that the disciples were to 
tarry at Jerusalem (Luke 24:49). 

4. The Marks of the Spirit (vv. 2-4). 

These marks were both external and in- 
ternal. 

a. External. 

(1) The sound of a mighty wind (v. 


Holy Spirit 


This is suggestive of the mysterious, per- 
vasive, and powerful energy of the Spirit. 

(2) Tongues of flame (v. 3). 

Each of the one hundred and twenty was 
crowned with such a tongue. Tongues 
show the practical purpose of the Spirit’s 
gift, that is, witnessing. 

(3) Speaking in foreign tongues (v. 4). 

This was a temporary endowment for the 
special purpose of witnessing of Christ. 
This miraculous gift characterized the ap- 
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ostolic age, but no authentic case has been 
reported in modern times. 


b. Internal. 
This is seen in the transformation 
wrought in the disciples. Peter, who 


shortly before this cowered before a Jew- 
ish maid, now with lion boldness stands be- 
fore the chief ruler and declares that they 
had murdered their King and therefore 
were guilty before God. 

4. The Effects of the Spirit (vv. 5-13). 

a. The multitudes were filled with 
amazement and wonder. 

The gift of the Spirit transformed com- 
mon men into men of power and influence. 
The disciples did not speak of themselves, 
but bore witness of the mighty works of 
God (v. 11). 

b. Some mocked and foolishly attempted 
to account for this remarkable occurrence 
by natural circumstances. 

They accused the disciples of being in- 
toxicated. The world today mocks men and 
women who testify in the power of the 
Holy Spirit, sometimes even accusing them 
of being insane. 


II. Peter’s Sermon (vv. 14-47). 


Peter’s sermon is as wonderful as the 
gift of tongues. It demonstrates the pres- 
ence and power of the Spirit because he 
was a Galilean fisherman without literary 
training. His homiletical analysis is per- 
fect. He begins with a brief defense and 
scriptural explanation of the phenomenon 
of tongues (vv. 14-21). This is followed 
by a threefold argument to prove the mes- 
siahship of Jesus (vv. 22-36). The con- 
clusion is an appeal to repent and be bap- 
tized in the name of Jesus (vv. 37-47). 

1. The Introduction (vv. 14-21). 

a. Defense of the disciples (v. 15). 

Peter cites the Jewish custom, showing 
that they would not be drunk at such an 
early hour of the day. 

b. A scriptural explanation (vv. 16-21). 

He showed that this was a partial ful- 
fillment of the prophecy of Joel (Joel 2:28- 
32), namely, an outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit and the salvation of all who call upon 
the name of the Lord. 

2. The Proposition, or Theme (v. 36). 

This was the messiahship of Jesus. 
Peter showed great mastery of rhetorical 
skill in keeping the formal statement of 
the messiahship of Jesus in the background 
until after he had marshalled his proofs. 
The argument which followed proved that 
Jesus was the Lord upon whom they were 
to call in order to be saved. 

3. The Argument (vv. 22-36). 

It was threefold. 

a. From Christ’s works (v. 22). 

He was approved of God among the 
Jews by His miracles, wonders, and signs 
which God did by Him in their midst, with 
which they were familiar. 

b. From His resurrection (vv. 23-32). 


The Old Testament scriptures had fore- 
told the death and resurrection of Christ 
(Ps. 16:8-10). The disciples themselves 
were living witnesses of Christ’s resurrec- 
tion for they had seen and talked with Him 
and handled Him since His resurrection 
(v;. 32): 

c. From His ascension (v. 33). 

The proof that He had ascended on high 
was the wonderful miracle of the Spirit's 
operation in their midst, for He had said 
that upon His ascension into heaven He 
would send forth the Spirit to take His 
place (John 16:7). The conclusion is that 
Jesus of Nazareth is both Lord and Christ, 
the one of whom Joel prophesied (v. 36), 
and that the Jews were guilty of the awful 
crime of crucifying Him. 

4. The Effect of the Sermon (vv. 37-42). 

Many- people were convicted of their sins, 
some three thousand of whom repented and 
were baptized. The daily life of these be- 
lievers was proof of the Spirit’s gift. The 
evidence that the caming of the Spirit was 
real was: 

a. That they continued steadfastly in 
the apostolic teaching (v. 42). 

b. That they continued in fellowship 
with the apostles (v. 42). 

This fellowship was in the Spirit around 
Christ as the head. 

c. They continued in prayer (v. 42). 

The proof of the indwelling Spirit is the 
life of prayer. 

d. They gave their possessions to sus- 
tain those who had need (v. 45). 

The giving of their possessions to min- 
ister to the needs of the destitute was evi- 
dence that they had come under the power 
of the Spirit. 

e. Their gracious lives (vv. 46, 47). 

Their unselfish and holy living com- 
mended the grace of God to the people. 





February 17 
Peter Teaches Good Citizenship 
I Peter 2:11-17; 4:1-5 

Golden Text:—Love worketh no ill to 
his neighbor : therefore love is the fulfilling 
of the law.—Romans 13:10. 

In order to get an intelligent grasp of to- 
day’s lesson one must get a view of the 
entire epistle as to its purpose and method. 
The purpose was to establish all who were 
passing througlk suffering and testing (see 
1:7; 3:14; 4:12; 5:10-12). In connection 
with Peter’s denial, Christ said: “When 
once thou hast turned again, establish thy 
brethren” (Luke 22:32, R.V.). This com- 
mand was fulfilled in the writing of his 
epistles. In I Peter 5:12 he indicates his 
method of accomplishing this commission, 
namely, “exhorting and testifying.” Ex- 
horting means calling apart or aside. Testi- 
fying means witnessing. In establishing his 
brethren his method was to call them aside 
to witness to them ‘of Christ. 

The principles of Christian behavior set 
forth in this text are of a broader scope 
than citizenship. They embrace: 

I. Behavior as Pilgrims and So- 
journers (vv. 11, 12). 

Christians are really- sojourners on the 
earth. They have not their permanent 
home here. They are journeying through 
the earth on their way to their eternal home 
in the heavens. Their heavenly citizenship 
(Phil. 3:20) should constrain them to the 
maintenance of conduct consistent with 
their high calling. 
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1. Arm for the Conflict (v. 1). 

Christians are engaged in a tremendous 
conflict with evil forces within and without. 
Satan and his angels are bent on the be- 
lievers’ defeat and destruction. The only 
way to keep from being overcome with his 
darts is to arm one’s self with the mind 
of Christ. As Christ suffered the opposi- 
tion of the Devil, so should His disciples 
be ready to follow in His footsteps. 

2. The Salutary Effect of Suffering (v. 
1). 

Suffering has a remedial effect upon 
God’s children. The one who suffers with 
Christ as an example will have the con- 
sciousness that it is his identity with Christ 
that calls forth the opposition of the world. 

1. Abstain from Fleshly Lusts (v. 11). 

The term lusts here includes the entire 
army of unclean forces springing from our 
carnal natures. They are enumerated in 
Galatians 5:19-21. These lusts war against 
the soul. The Christian should not be 
under the sway of carnal passion. Neither 
should the jealous eye, envy, avarice or 
selfish ambition be given place. 

2. Behavior among the Gentiles or 
Heathen (v. 12). 

The word conversation here means be- 
havior. Christians are under obligation to 
so live as to render it impossible for the 
world to speak evil against them as evil- 
doers. Rather should they live that the 
world through them should be constrained 
to glorify God by their good works (Matt. 
5:16). 

II. Behavior as Citizens (vv. 13- 
17). 
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While the Christian’s true citizenship is 
in heaven, he has a responsibility as a cit- 
izen on the earth during his earthly sojourn. 
He should be in submission to properly con- 
stituted authority. 

1. Obey All 
Rulers (v. 13). 

Fidelity to Christ is shown by loyalty to 
civil authority. The intelligent Christian 
recognizes the necessity of government and 
graciously submits to those in authority 
over him, regardless of the form of gov- 
ernment. His duties as a citizen he per- 
forms as the Lord’s free man, not through 
servile fear. Government even of a low 
order is better than anarchy. Free sub- 
mission to government authority puts to 
silence the ignorance of foolish men (vv. 
15, 16). Many good people err in not 
heeding this instruction. 

2. Honor All Men (v. 17). 

The Christian sees in every man the 
image of God and will, therefore, give him 
the honor due him. This applies to all re- 
lations wherein we touch human life. 

3. Love the Brotherhood (v. 17). 

The Christian has a peculiar love for 
those who are of the same household. The 
brotherhood is composed of those who are 
children of God by faith in Jesus Christ. 

4. Fear God (v. 17). 

This means to recognize God’s sov- 
ereignty, righteousness, and holiness and 
to properly reverence Him. 

5. Honor the King (v. 17). 

This had a peculiar significance at the 
time of this writing, because in all prob- 
ability the wicked Nero was then reigning 
as the emperor. 


III. Behavior in a World of Oppo- 
sition (I Pet. 4:1-5). 

3. God’s Will the Regulating Force of 
His Life (v. 2). 

The will of God, not the lusts of the 
flesh, is the directing force of the be- 
liever’s life. 

4. The Consciousness of a Wasted Life 
(v.38): 

Since the flesh had so long had sway over 
the life, God is entitled to the rest of the 
believer’s energy. Looking back upon 4 
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wasted life in serving the lusts of the flesh 
will move one to give no more time to 
serving such a master. The indulgence of 
the senseless lusts of the present day ought 
to move one to spend the rest of his life 
in service to God. 

5. The Attitude of the World toward 
the Christian (v. 4). 

The world speaks evil of those who will 
not go its way. The world not only won- 
ders at the life of the Christian who sep- 
arates himself from its pleasures, such as 
dancing, card playing, wine drinking, etc., 
but will heap upon him nicknames of re- 
proach, 

6. Account Shall be Given (v. 5). 

The Christian should so live as to be able 
to render an account to God. Those who 
set their hearts to do this will be vindi- 
cated by God Himself against the oppo- 
sition and persecution of the evil world. 





February 24 
Peter Heals a Lame Man 
Acts 3:1-10; 4:8-12 

Golden Text:—Then Peter said, Silver 
and gold have I none; but such as I have 
give I thee: In the name of Jesus Christ 
of Nazareth rise up and walk.—Acts 3:6. 

In the teaching of this lesson it will be 
necessary to include all the material from 
Acts 3:1 to 4:31. 

1. Peter Healing the Lame Man 
(Acts 3:1-10). 

l, The Place: (vy. 1,: 2). 

It was at the gate called Beautiful which 
leads from the outer to the inner court of 
the temple. It was called Beautiful be- 
cause of its magnificent bronze doors. This 
man had been placed at the entrance of the 
place of worship where he might receive 
the sympathetic attention of worshipers, 
because when one comes close to God he 
is brought close to his fellow men. 

2. The Man (v. 2). 

This beggar was infirm from his birth. 
He was now more than 40 years old (4:22) 
and had brought his ailment with him into 
the world. He was a familiar figure, known 
by the temple worshipers for years. When 
he saw Peter and John, he asked alms. 

3. The Method (vv. 3-8). 

a. Gaining the man’s attention (v. 4). 

Peter and John commanded him to look 
on them. This does not mean they had any 
power within themselves. He asked for 
money and got healing. 

b. Commanding him to rise and walk 
(v. 6). 

This was the very thing he had been 
unable to do all his life, but with the com- 
mand in the name of Jesus Christ, went 
the ability to perform. When Christ com- 
manded the man with a withered hand to 
stretch it forth, He commanded him to do 
just that which he could not do. Doubtless 
many times he had exerted his utmost en- 
ergy to do that very thing. Christ’s com- 
mand seemed to mock his very impotency, 
but in that case, as with the command of 
Peter, went the ability to perform. 

c. Grasping his right hand (v. 7). e 

This act was meant to give impetus to his 
faith, not strength to his ankles. 

4. The Man’s Response (v. 8). 

Strength came into his feet and ankle 
bones at once. He stood, he walked, he 
leaped, and shouted praises to God. He 
not only thoroughly advertised this mir- 
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acle, but ascribed the honor to God and 
used his strength in walking into the house 
of God. 


5. The Effect (vv. 9-11). 

The people were so filled with wonder 
and amazement that they ran together to 
behold this wonderful thing. There could 
be no possible question as to the genuine- 
ness of the miracle, for this man had been 
a familiar figure for many years. This 
miracle suggests the responsibility of the 
Church in the world. 

a. This helpless beggar had to be car- 
ried to the temple gate. 

Men and women out of Christ are so 
helpless that they need to be brought where 
the life of God can be applied to them. 

b. Peter taking the man by the hand 
shows the manner of helping the lost. 

While ministers and Sunday School 
teachers have nothing of themselves to give 
to the lost, they have the dispensing of the 
gospel of Christ. This is infinitely better 
than gold and silver. 


II. Peter Witnessing before the 
Multitude (3:12-26). 


Though this miracle directed the atten- 
tion of the people to Peter and John, Peter 
siezed the opportunity to present Christ to 
the people who had assembled. He told 
them it was faith in Jesus Christ whom 
God had glorified and whom they had de- 
liberately betrayed and crucified that had 
healed this man. He not only showed them 
this fact, but charged home upon them 
their awful guilt, for they had denied the 
Holy One and had chosen a murdered in- 
stead. Despite their awful guilt, he ap- 
pealed to them to repent (v. 19). Though 
they had done this awful deed, God wou!d 
pardon them if they would repent, and he 
assured them that refreshing seasons would 
come to them when God would send back 
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Jesus Christ to the earth to consummate 
the work of redemption. 

III. Peter in Prison for Christ’s 
Sake (4:1-4). 

1. The Leaders in This Persecution (vv. 
Ll 2). 

Both priests and Sadducees joined in this 
wickedness. The priests were intolerant 
because these new teachers were encroach- 
ing upon their functions. The Sadducees 
joined the priests because they did not be- 
lieve in the resurrection which was a vital 
part of the apostolic teaching. 

2. The Result (vv. 3, 4). 

They were arrested and imprisoned. 
Though the witnesses were held in bondage 
by chains, Christ was not bound. He con- 
tinued to work. The number of believers 
had greatly increased, so that there were 
now about five thousand. 

IV. Peter Witnessing before the 
Sanhedrin (4:5-22). 

1. The Inquiry (vv. 5-7). 

They inquired by what power and name 
they had wrought this miracle. They ad- 
mitted its reality but wanted to know what 
it signified. 

2. Peter’s Answer (vv. 8-12). 

With stinging sarcasm he showed them 
that they were not on trial as evil doers, 
but for doing good to the helpless and 
needy man. This showed the absurdity of 
dealing with men as criminals who had 
merely relieved a helpless and suffering man 
of his distress. Since they could not deny 
the miracle, he boldly declared that it had 
been done in the name of Christ and that 
the only way for them to escape God’s 
judgment was to believe on His name. 

3. The Impression upon the Sanhedrin 
(vv. 13-22). 

a. They marveled (vv. 1-13). 

They were made conscious that they were 
on trial instead of sitting as the judges of 
Peter and John. 

b. They recognized the apostles had been 
with Jesus (v. 13). 

Though Christ was dead they saw that 
He was being reproduced in His disciples. 

c. They forbade them to speak in 
Christ’s name (v. 18). 

They could not deny the miracle nor 
gainsay the accusation brought against 
them, so they attempted intimidation. 

d. The reply of Peter and John (vv. 19, 
20). 

They expressed their determination to 
obey God rather than man. They thus re- 
pudiated the authority of the rulers of Israel 


and set the Church in a place of inde- . 


pendence of the Jewish state. 

e. Their release (v. 21). 

Seeing that the people were on the side 
of the apostles, they had no way to punish 
them. 

V. The Church at Prayer (vv. 23- 
31). 

As soon as Peter and John were set free 
they hastened away to their fellow disciples 
and told them their experiences. They 
praised God for deliverance and prayed for 
boldness to speak the Word of God. God 
answered them by shaking the place and 
manifesting the power of the Holy Spirit. 





March 3 
Peter Unmasks Falsehood and Hypoc- 
risy 
Acts 5:1-11; 8:18-24 
Golden Text :—Wherefore putting away 
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lying, speak every man truth with his neigh- 
bor: for we are members one of another. 
—Ephesians 4:25. 

I. Ananias and Sapphira (Acts 5:1- 
11). 

The new community formed after Pente- 
cost is now for the first time called the 
Church. Mention of the Chusch in 2:47 
is spurious. Since the Christians have now 
broken with Judaism the success of the 
new community depends upon its gaining 
recognition. The Church is now supersed- 
ing the Mosaic economy. It was now to be 
God’s dwelling place, as hitherto it had 
been in the tabernacle and temple. Their 
sanctity was now being transferred to the 
Church. This fact the Church itself must 
learn as well as the Jewish people who sur- 
rounded it. The sanctity of the Church 
needs to be vindicated anew. 

Moses did not take off his shoes until 
bidden to do so by the Lord. Nadab and 
Abihu must be stricken down in the be- 
ginning of the Mosaic economy for their 
presumptuous offering of strange fire be- 
fore the Lord. Achan was put to death for 
secreting a part of the booty soon after en- 
tering the promised land. So at the begin- 
ning of the Church this judgment must fall 
as a solemn warning for the prevention of 
the hypocricy of a dual life. 

1. Their Sin (vv. 1, 2). 

It was a hypocritical imitation of the 
generous act of Barnabas (4:36, 37). Be- 
cause of the particular distress of the early 
Church following its open rupture with 
Judaism, its members for a time had a 
“community of goods.” This was not uni- 
versal nor permanent. Some continued to 
own their own homes, as, for example, John 
Mark’s mother, who used her home for the 
entertainment of Christians. Ananias kept 
back a part of the proceeds from the sale of 
his land, while pretending to have brought 
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it all. His wife was a partner in it. They 
wanted the honor of generosity without 
paying the price thereof. Not only this, 
but, in all probability, they were receiving 
a share of the common fund under the pre- 
tense of having brought all. 

2. Their Judgment (vv. 3-10). 

Physical death was visited upon Ananias 
and Sapphira for their sin. They allowed 
Satan to fill their hearts, causing them to 
lie to the Holy Ghost in keeping back a 
part of the price of their land. It was an 
acted lie, for there is no record of their 
having uttered a word concerning the trans- 
action. A lie is no less real though a word 
may not be spoken. They were not obliged 
to sell their land or, having sold it, to 
bring any of their money and place it in 
the common fund. Peter declared that they 
were absolutely free to do as they pleased 
with it. People today are walking in the 
way of Ananias and Sapphira when they 
make a profession of Christianity for tem- 
poral gain and pleasure, also sitting at the 
Lord’s table when their hearts are unre- 
generate. Preaching the sermons of 
Moody, Spurgeon, etc., without giving 
credit is another form of this evil. God is 
passing judgment upon many for their sins 
of this kind (I Cor. 11:27-30). This ex- 
plains the mysterious death of men and wo- 
men about us. May the warning be heeded. 

3. The Effect (vv. 11-16). 

a. Great fear came upon the Church 
and upon all who heard of these things (v. 
11). 

The Church should be regarded as holy 
because of its being the very dwelling place 
of the Most High God. Irreverence is an 
outstanding sin of this age. 

b. Multitudes of men and women were 
added to the Lord (vv. 14, 15). 

The fame of Peter was spread far and 
wide, so that the people were anxious to 
come under his shadow for healing. The 
proper recognition of the holiness of the 
Church, the body of Christ, will bring many 
to Christ for pardon and salvation. 

c. Hypocrites did not dare to join (v. 
13): 

The vindication of the holiness of the 
Church did not deter any but hypocrites 
from joining. No unregenerate person and 
nothing unhallowed has any place in the 
Church. This applies not only to per- 
sons but to their offerings. 


II. Simon the Sorcerer (Acts 8: 
18-24). 

1. His Wicked Request (vv. 18, 19). 

When Simon saw that Peter’s power to 
work wonders exceeded that of his own 
and that this power was received through 
the laying on of hands, he offered money 
for the gift. This act revealed his hypoc- 
tisy. He professed faith in Christ and was 
baptized, and even followed the apostles for 
a selfish end. To desire and seek the gift 
of the Spirit for selfish ends is to be guilty 
of Simon’s sin. Traffic in sacred things is 
called “Simony,” from the name of this 
sorcerer. Making merchandise of Chris- 
tianity is committing the same sin. Using 
the name of Christ for the purpose of gain 
is to be guilty of this sin. Joining the 
church for social and political reasons is 
“Simony.” Preaching and teaching the 
Bible for honor and gain comes under the 
same head. : 

2. Peter’s Severe Rebuke (vv. 20-22). 

a. “Thy money perish with thee.”

This implies that Peter’s judgment was 
that Simon was unregenerate and that he 
himself was in the way of perishing. 

b. “Thy heart is not right in the sight 
of God.” 

One whose inner life delights in God 
could not seek the Spirit’s power for self- 
ish reasons. 

c. “Repent of thy wickedness and pray 
to God for forgiveness.” 

While Peter recognized that this man 
was unsaved, he did not regard him as be- 


yond the hope of salvation, but urged him 
to turn from his sin and ask for forgive- 
ness. 

d. “Thou art in the gall of bitterness 
and in the bond of iniquity.” 

The one and only thing for this man to do 
was to repent and sue jor forgiveness. 
Simon requested Peter’s prayer to the end 
that he might escape divine judgment. As 
to whether he had come now to hate his 
sin or was seeking to escape its penalty is 
not clearly disclosed.

The Healer and Healing Movements, 
by Herbert Lockyer. 


We have not yet had time to make a close 
study of this booklet of sixty-two pages, but 
the reputation of its author is a guarantee 
of its soundness and freedom from extrava- 
gances. Its ten chapters are built up on the 
plan of a questionnaire. For example, “Does 
God Ever Heal?” “Are Sickness and Sin 
Related?” “Can God Sanction Modern 
Healing Movements?” Then it concludes 
with a summary in which the author ex- 
presses his credo in seven propositions, the 
last of which we quote entire: 


“We believe that these are days of 
Satanic deception; and that by miracles 
increasing in volume in almost every 
sphere, the very elect are being deceived: 
and that it behooves us to plead for a 
deeper spiritual discernment, so that re- 
jecting the false and spurious, we may 


accept the true and genuine.”

Bible Questions Answered, by William 
L. Pettingill, D.D. 

This volume presents an accumulation of 
questions and answers on Bible subjects gath- 
ered in part from the author’s personal cor- 
respondence files and in part from his edi- 
torial work. For several years, while dean 
of the Philadelphia School of the Bible and 
editor of Serving and Waiting, its official 
organ, he conducted a question box in that 
magazine. Then since 1928 he has published 
a personal magazine called Just a Word, and 
much of the matter used in this book comes 
from its columns. We especially commend 
its Table of Contents, Index of Subjects, 
and Index of Scriptures, which makes it 
comparatively easy to turn immediately to 
the pages dealing with the subject on the 
mind of the reader. The book takes its place 
with similar ones by Doctors C. I. Scofield, 
R. A. Torrey, Grant Stroh, and the Editor- 
in-Chief of the Montury. Of course, we 
would not answer every question just in the 
way in which Dr. Pettingill answers it, but 
some of our readers may regard that as one 
of the merits of the book rather a defect.

The World’s Crisis and the Coming 
Christ, by T. J. McCrossan, B.A., B.D. 


This book is unique in the use made by 
the author of his accurate knowledge of New 
Testament Greek, by which he clearly sets 
forth many important truths. First, he raises 
the question why the majority of preachers 
and bishops are postmillenarians in opposi- 
tion to the premillenarianism of writers of 
both the Old and the New Testaments. Next 
he shows that the modernistic Laodacean 
Church will pass through the Great Tribula- 
tion. One of the most satisfactory and 
praiseworthy things in the book is the con- 
vincing proofs that the entire true Church 
will be raptured prior to that Tribulation. 

While we heartily commend the book as a 
whole, we cannot agree with certain partic- 
ular interpretations of the author. For ex- 
ample, in spite of the author’s appeal to the 
Greek we believe that the “end” mentioned 
in Matthew 24:14 refers to the termina- 
tion of the present age, and not to the end 
of the Millennium; that since the Church 
will not pass through the Tribulation, as 
the author clearly shows, he has no warrant 
to bring her back again in order to fulfill 
the supposed prophecy concerning her, name- 
ly, that she will “mount up with wings as 
eagles” in fulfillment of Matthew 24:28. 
This is a misinterpretation of the passage. 
Neither can we believe that the prophecy of 
Joel concerning the outpouring of the Holy 
Spirit began twenty-five years ago. This is 
a forced interpretation. The time has not 
come for the complete fulfillment of that 
prophecy, as the context in Joel plainly shows.

Mr. Dunham has done well in compiling 
this book of twelve prophetic messages. There 
is much extravagance in the presentation of 
matters prophetic today, but these messages 
are sane and sound, as well as scriptural. 

Messages by such faithful servants of the 
Lord as Drs. Gray, Gaebelein, Barnhouse, 
Pettingill, and others, can be trusted in the 
realm of things to come. 

If you have friends who are disturbed by 
present day conditions and who wonder what 
the future holds, you might introduce them 
to this book.

This Guide is rather new to the world of 
Sunday School teachers, as this is only its 
second year. It commends itself particu- 
larly for its useful charts to be found scat- 
tered through the volume. The Bible be- 
liever is reassured when he reads in the lesson 
for July 7: “As far as the testimony of the 
Scriptures is concerned, Moses was the sole 
author of Pentateuch. He is repeatedly re- 
ferred to as such by iater writers of the Bi- 
ble, and there is no hint of intimation to the 
contrary. Our Lord and the New Testament 
writers always attributed these writings to 
him. The unity of the Pentateuch is an 
established fact. It is not a collection of 
loose fragments carelessly put together at 
various times, which is clearly indicated by 
the evidence of design in its composition.” 

The Guide is not exhaustive, perhaps not 
even sufficiently comprehensive. It is, how- 
ever, a good aid to busy teachers. Much of 
the material is arranged in topical outline 
form and in such a way that some preachers 
will find homiletic help.

This detailed retracing of our Lord’s last 
day and evening before His crucifixion will 
richly repay devotional study not only dur- 
ing Lent, but throughout the year. The au- 
thor finds four lines of preparation engaging 
Christ’s thought and governing all His words 
and actions at that time. He sought to pre- 
pare the populace in general, His enemies in 
particular that they might be left without 
excuse, the eleven remaining disciples, and 
last of all Himself, for supremely important 
events just at hand. 

The book is most suggestive in indicating 
significant details, analyzing the motives of 
each participant, showing the contrasted men- 
tal processes of Judas and the rest as each 
yielded his will to the lure of the lowest or 
the highest, and making clear how Christ 
patiently and lovingly developed His follow- 
ers for world-wide service in living His life 
and message before men. Readers will per- 
haps differ in their interpretation of certain 
points, but all will feel deep gratitude to the 
author for his illuminating examination of 
the Gospel accounts.

The Presbyterians, by William Thom- 
son Hanzsche. 


This story of “a staunch and sturdy people” 
by the former editor of The Presbyterian 
Magazine will be appreciated by alj who are 
affliated with that denomination. Starting 
with the noble early history common to all 
Christian denominations, the author carries 
us down to the period of the Reformation, 
when under the leadership of Calvin and 
Knox the Presbyterians became a separate 
Church. From this point the progress of the 
denomination is traced in America. Of the 
21,000 landing in New England from 1620 
to 1640 more than 3,000 were Presbyterians. 
Others settled in other portions of the coun- 
try, and their influence was so strongly felt 
in the struggle of the colonies against Great 
Britain that it was spoken of as “a Presby- 
terian rebellion.” A little later they gave 
to the Constitution of the United States a 
form of government on the Presbyterian 
model. 

Despite the fact that the writer testifies 
that the influence of the Presbyterian Church 
on national life was dominant, he believes 
that the ministry that so successfully shaped 
the “rugged individualism” of the American 
people must now be changed to meet the “far- 
reaching economic revolution” of today. 
“Somehow, in some way, personal initiative 
must be merged in a strong religious tide 
which will cleanse and purify and make nav- 
igable the whole economic, political and social 
channel of modern life.” Such expression as 
“a shared common welfare” and “a new sense 
of brotherhood” are also suggestive of a con- 
ception of the Presbyterian Church that would 
astonish the “staunch and sturdy people” who 
founded the republic on the principle of sep- 
aration between Church and State. The fact 
that the writer is a signer of the Auburn Af- 
firmation may explain this departure from the 
principles of his fathers, as well as his substi- 
tution of pacifism for patriotism and his ques- 
tionable tribute to such stalwart Presbyterians 
as William Jennings Bryan, “whose busy po- 
litical life kept him from being aware of the 
movements of modern science.”

The writer of this review may 
repeat what he said of another of Mrs. Turn- 
bull’s books: “Obviously no claim is made for 
historical accuracy, a fact not to be forgotten 
gs one reads the intensely interesting chap- 
ters.” Reverence is never lacking, and the 
atmosphere of Bible lands and life weaves a 
spell. One may surmise that young people 
will find their interest in the Bible itself 
quickened in reading these stories that draw 
so constantly upon Bible information and 
allusion.
